Mrs.  Holland,  nee  Irma  Clyde  Ragan,  daughter  of  A.  Harvey  Ragan 
and  Hattie  Page  Ragan,  was  born  in  Wake  County.  She  became  a 
member  of  Hayes  Barton  in  1943. 

She  received  an  A.B.  degree  from  Meredith  College  and  the  M.A. 
degree  from  Wake  Forest  University  with  majors  in  Biology  and  Social 
Studies.  Later  she  pursued  work  on  a  doctorate  degree  at  Duke 
University.  Forty  years  were  spent  in  teaching,  thirty-five  of  those  in  the 
Raleigh  City  Schools.  The  last  thirteen  before  retirement  were  at  Enloe 
High  School.

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Preface 

A  Woman's  Missionary  Union's  history  is  such  a  precious  thing 
because  it  records  the  effort  of  Baptist  Women,  whose  work  has  been 
zealous  for  world  missions  for  the  Lord  as  they  have  striven  to  obey  the 
commission  of  the  Saviour  when  he  said,  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost:  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you:  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world."  Matthew  28:19,20. 

The  facts  of  missionary  endeavors  are  thrilling  yet  very  disturbing  in 
a  world  at  ease  with  plush  living  and  threatened  by  evil  forces  that  would 
destroy  the  way  of  the  Lord. 

This  history  is  written  with  the  desire  to  stir  the  church  of  Hayes 
Barton  to  higher  achievements  for  missions  by  becoming  true  soldiers  of 
the  Cross. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  continuous  record  of  Hayes  Barton  will  be 
maintained  through  the  years  to  come,  recording  its  precious  heritage. 

Much  of  the  information  for  this  writing  was  found  in  records  and 
publications  of  the  Church:  such  as  Church  clerk's  minutes.  Church 
bulletins,  Church  newsletters,  Associational  reports,  Baptist  periodicals 
and  the  Biblical  Recorder  which  have  been  used  without  formal 
footnotes.  Many  senior  members  of  the  church  have  been  generous  with 
recalling  events  which  have  occurred  to  them  of  the  past.  Many  letters 
and  conversations  have  enriched  the  manuscript  and  given  it  great 
accuracy. 

I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  T.  L.  Cashwell,  Jr.  and  many  others  for 
helpful  suggestions  in  the  format  and  organization  of  the  material  here 
being  presented. 

For  critical  reading  of  the  text  I  am  indebted  to  Judy  Freeman  for  her 
valuable  suggestions  and  review.

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History  of  Hayes  Barton  Baptist  Church 

The  history  of  any  organization  within  the  framework  of  a  church  is 
of  such  a  precious  nature  that  it  requires  an  appraiser  and  the  best  minds 
who  have  produced  the  record  of  the  significant  events  that  are  worthy  of 
becoming  a  written  chronicle  for  posterity.  Yet  it  must  not  be  neglected. 
Some  loose  details  must  be  culled  and  adjusted  to  make  a  readable  and 
enjoyable  manuscript.  Generation  succeeds  generation  in  a  silent  train  of 
personalities  and  events  which  if  unrecorded  would  be  lost  quickly  to 
unborn  generations.  Time  has  a  way  of  erasing  evidence  of  the  existence 
of  people,  places  and  events  dear  to  the  hearts  of  each  generation.  People 
living  today  are  normally  unaware  of  the  perishable  nature  of  their  history 
in  its  making  and  often  wait  until  the  tongues  of  those  who  could  fondly 
repeat  the  events  so  well  are  silent.  With  this  concept  in  mind  Hayes 
Barton's  Woman's  Missionary  Union  records  its  past. 

Hayes  Barton  Baptist  Church  was  organized  on  November  7, 1926 
with  a  large  group  of  people  evidencing  interest  in  its  being  established  at 
a  meeting  at  the  North  Vanguard  Presbyterian  Church  on  East  Whitaker 
Mill  Road.  A  total  of  173  names  are  found  on  the  roll  of  charter  members. 
Soon  after  the  initial  meeting  a  temporary  building  was  erected  on 
property  which  had  been  purchased  in  1922  by  the  Tabernacle  Baptist 
Church,  The  First  Baptist  Church,  the  Baptist  State  Mission  Board  and 
others.  The  need  for  a  church  on  the  corner  of  Glenwood  Avenue  and 
Fairview  Road  due  to  the  increase  of  people  living  in  the  vicinity  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Central  Baptist  Association,  and  many 
upstanding  citizens  of  the  neighborhood  held  cottage  prayer  meetings  in 
in  their  homes  to  pray  for  implementing  the  plans  for  the  church.  When 
the  church  was  established,  only  one  side  of  Glenwood  Avenue  was 
paved  and  much  of  the  surrounding  land  was  undeveloped  and  several 
streets  had  not  been  laid  out. 

The  first  service  in  the  temporary  building,  known  as  the  Taber- 
nacle, was  conducted  on  Thanksgiving  Day  on  November  25, 1926  by  Dr. 
James  B.  Turner.  This  small  wooden  structure  was  built  in  80  working 
hours  by  Mr.  W.  E.  Critcher  and  those  who  worked  with  him.  The  frame 
building  sat  on  the  corner  of  Glenwood  Avenue  and  Whitaker  Mill  Road. 

The  Sunday  School  was  organized  with  an  enrollment  of  356  with 
Paul  S.  Daniel  as  the  superintendent.  The  Training  Union  was  organized 
with  Dr.  Henry  Day  as  director.  The  first  president  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  was  Mrs.  Julian  E.  Bunn,  Sr.  When  the  deacons  were 
organized,  C.  R.  Boone  was  elected  the  first  chairman,  H.  G.  Harrington 
was  the  first  Church  secretary  and  A.  J.  Fletcher  led  in  the  organization 
of  the  first  choir. 

In  September  1927,  the  report  which  was  made  to  The  Central 
Baptist  Association  stated  the  church  membership  stood  at  319,  the 
Sunday  School  had  an  enrollment  of  146  and  the  Training  Union 
membership  was  79. 
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The  first  permanent  building  was  completed  in  1928  at  a  cost  of 
$39,371 .51 .  Dr.  James  B.  Turner  was  called  to  be  the  first  pastor  on  June 
6, 1927.  The  first  service  in  the  new  building  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Turner 
on  Sunday,  June  3,  1928.  The  many  facets  of  church  work  which  have 
influenced  the  endeavors  of  WMU  have  been  included. 

A  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  a  progressive  organization  to 
provide  ministry  in  this  history  to  explain  how  the  life  and  progress  of 
the  business  of  the  church  and  facts  and  opportunities  for  service  for 
children,  youth  and  adults.  As  its  name  implies,  other  church  activities 
have  effected  the  destiny  of  the  WMU.  It  furnishes  the  material  of  an 
inspirational  nature  to  be  used  in  mission  study.  Before  the  turn  of  the 
century  most  of  the  missionary  material  presented  in  the  WMU  was 
chiefly  chosen  from  newspapers  and  correspondence  of  missionaries 
with  the  missionary  board  or  with  their  families  in  the  homeland. 

Recorded  information  is  scarce  concerning  the  early  organization  of 
Hayes  Barton  WMU.  Much  was  written  about  the  business  of  securing 
the  necessary  funds  to  underwrite  the  building  and  its  furnishings. 

It  appears  that  the  Hayes 
Barton  WMU  was  organ- 
ized almost  as  soon  as 
the  church  had  its  begin- 
ning in  1926.  Several  of 
the  Charter  Members  at- 
test to  the  fact  that  the 
women  had  an  early  inter- 
est in  missions.  Among 
the  Charter  Members 
were:  Mrs.  C.R.  Boone, 
Mrs.  J.W.  Bunn,  Mrs.

The  leaders  of  the  WMU  were  well-trained  in  the  functioning  of  a 
Society  in  the  churches  from  which  they  came.  The  First  Baptist  Church 
and  Tabernacle  Church  furnished  some  of  the  cream  of  their  leadership 
when  Hayes  Barton  was  organized. 

Mrs.  Mary  Warren  Barnes  organized  the  first  night  circles.  She  later 
assisted  with  the  Y.W.A. 

The  WMU  was  made  to  function  within  these  goals  and  guidelines: 


The  Standard  of  Excellence  for  the  WMU 

1.  Twelve  meetings  per  year  with  an  average  of  one-third  of  the 
membership  in  attendance. 

2.  A  ten  percent  increase  in  membership  per  year. 

3.  Giving  according  to  the  Baptist  plan  to  missions  in  the  cooperative 
program. 

4.  A  goal  of  ten  percent  increase  in  tithers  and  three-fourths  giving  to 
the  cooperative  program. 

5.  State  reports  given  regularly  to  the  proper  officers. 

6.  The  use  of  Baptist  literature  and  periodicals — at  least  50%. 

7.  The  observation  of  special  prayer  emphasis  for  home  and  foreign 
missions. 

8.  Two  mission  study  classes  per  year  with  two-thirds  of  the  members 
reading  a  mission  book. 

9.  Directed  community  missions. 

10.  Promote  WMU  organizations  to  serve  the  youth.

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The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  adopted  a  constitution  to  guide  them: 

Constititution  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 

of  the 
Hayes  Barton  Baptist  Church 

Article  I.  Name  —  This  organization  shall  be  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  of  Hayes  Barton  Baptist  Church. 

Article  II.  Object  —  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  stimulate  a 
missionary  spirit  in  the  women  of  this  church  by  prayer,  study  of  the 
missionary  message  of  the  Bible  and  world  missions,  assigned  and 
directed  community  missions,  regular  contributions  to  the  S.  B.  C. 
Cooperative  Program  and  W.  M.  U.  Training  School,  also  for  offerings  in 
the  seasons  of  prayer.  Further  objects  shall  be  winning  the  lost, 
deepening  the  spiritual  life  of  its  members,  and  fostering  the  missionary 
education  of  the  young  people  of  the  church  through  the  W.  M.  U.  Young 
People's  organizations. 

Article  III.  Members  —  The  membership  shall  be  composed  of  those 
who  are  enrolled  in  the  W.  M.  S. 

Article  IV.  Officers  —  The  officers  shall  be  president,  first  vice- 
president,  second  vice-president,  third  vice-president,  recording  secre- 
tary, corresponding  secretary,  treasurer  and  pianist,  these  officers  shall 
serve  for  a  period  of  two  years,  assuming  their  duties  at  the  annual 
meeting  after  being  elected. 

Article  V.  Committees  —  The  Society  shall  have  the  following 
committees:  Executive,  Membership,  Program,  Publicity,  Literature, 
Stewardship,  Community  Missions,  Social,  Library,  and  Mission  Study. 

Article  VI.  Circles  —  (1)  The  membership  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  may  be  divided  territorially  or  otherwise,  into  circles  for  the 
convenience  of  meetings,  the  better  possibilities  of  enlistment  and  the 
development  of  each  individual  member.  The  membership  of  the  circles 
shall  not,  as  a  rule,  exceed  twenty  in  number.  Membership  of  the  circles 
shall  be  changed  every  two  years.  (2)  Officers  of  Circles  —  Each  circle 
shall  have  as  officers  a  leader  (elected  by  the  W.  M.  S.),  an  assistant 
leader,  a  secretary,  a  treasurer,  and  the  following  committee  chairmen: 
Program,  Community,  Missions,  Literature,  and  Mission  Study. 

Article  VII.  Election  of  Officers  —  The  election  of  all  general  officers  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  shall  occur  at  the  regular  annual 
meeting  in  December. 
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Article  VIII.  Reports  —  The  organization  of  this  society  with  names  of 
officers  shall  be  reported  to  the  state  W.  M.  U.  corresponding  or 
executive  secretary,  record  of  all  money  contributed  and  work  done  shall 
be  sent  regularly  to  the  W.  M.  U.  office  according  to  the  blanks  provided 
for  that  purpose. 

Article  IX.  Meetings  —  The  regular  meetings  of  this  organization  shall  be 
held  monthly  with  a  devotional  service  and  a  definite  missionary 
program,  and  a  business  meeting  shall  be  held  quarterly,  at  which  time 
the  work  of  the  committee  chairman  shall  be  presented. 

Article  X.  Gifts  —  The  society  shall  plan,  according  to  the  state  W.  M.  U. 
policy  for  its  gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program  of  Southern  Baptist  and  to 
the  current  expense  fund  of  the  W.  M.  U.,  Training  School,  also  for  the 
offerings  in  the  seasons  of  prayer.  It  shall  pay  the  same  regularly  through 
the  regular  channels  of  the  church  or  send  direct  to  the  state  office 
according  to  the  plan  of  the  state. 

Article  XI.  Amendments  —  This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
society,  provided  said  amendment  has  been  submitted  in  writing  to  the 
meeting  one  month  previous  to  the  action  thereon. 

In  1927  delegates,  who  were  sent  to  the  Central  Baptist  Association 
included  Mrs.  N.  H.  McLeod,  Mrs.  A.  J.  Fletcher,  Mrs.  H.  G.  Harrington, 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Bunn,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Critcher,  Mrs.  Jacob  Thompson,  Miss  Leah 
Poole  and  Miss  Leah  Godwin  (YWA).  At  this  meeting  Mrs.  D.  B.  Bryan 
from  Wake  Forest  gave  a  talk  on  "God's  Plan  of  Giving — Have  You  a 
Better  One?"  Two  missionaries  on  furlough,  Mrs.  S.  E.  Ayers  and  the 
Rev.  H.  H.  McMillian,  presented  interesting  messages  on  their  work. 
Hayes  Barton  joined  the  Central  Baptist  Association  at  this  meeting.  Mrs. 
J.  C.  Harrison  from  Wake  Forest,  who  was  the  WMU  director  for  the 
association  said,  "We  are  much  delighted  to  have  Hayes  Barton  join  us. 
We  want  to  extend  them  a  very  cordial  welcome."  Hayes  Barton's 
reports  were  good  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Bunn  spoke  to  the  group  on  "Our 
Greatest  Need  Today."  At  this  meeting  much  stress  was  placed  on 
stewardship  and  tithing.  The  report  showed  Hayes  Barton  had  75  women 
in  W.  M.  S.,  15  in  Y.  W.  A.,  and  15  in  Sunbeams.  The  R.  A.  had  not  been 
organized  at  this  time.  Thirty  of  the  church's  ladies  were  enrolled  in  Bible 
Study  that  year.  The  WMU  contributed  $156.37  to  the  local  church  work 
and  $177.27  to  missions  and  benevolences,  with  a  total  of  $333.64  in  gifts 
for  all  purposes.  Dr.  Ellis  Fuller,  from  Atlanta,  Georgia  delivered  a  heart- 
stirring  address  entitled,  "What  does  a  Man  Have  to  Believe  About  Jesus 
to  be  Saved?"  The  Home  Mission  emphasis  was  given  by  Dr.  H.  M.  Scacy 
entitled,  "A  Tale  of  Two  Peoples  —  Gentiles  and  Jews."  From  reports  at 
this  meeting  it  was  interesting  to  learn  that  60  percent  of  the  homes  of

There  were  40  enrolled 
in  mission  study  classes. 

The    Executive 
Board  of  the  WMU  de- 
cided to  hold  its  meet- 
ings immediately  follow- 
ing the  regular  church  prayer  meetings  on  Wednesday  night  prior  to  the 
circle  meetings.  The  Society  lacked  funds  to  pay  the  WMU  Training 
School  and  the  Margaret  Fund  for  the  beginning  quarter. 

The  Hayes  Barton  Missionary  Society  held  twelve  monthly  meetings 
during  1928.  The  vice-president  presided  over  two  meetings  in  the 
absence  of  the  president.  An  average  of  forty  members  were  in 
attendance  at  the  mission  programs.  The  monthly  Executive  Board 
planned  the  advanced  programs  for  the  Society.  The  special  prayer 
meetings  were  observed  with  twenty  members  receiving  seals  for 
successful  completion  of  the  examination  on  the  mission  study.  The 
ladies  were  inspired  by  the  messages  of  Mrs.  Herring  and  Mrs.  Bostick, 
returned  missionaries  from  China  and  by  talks  by  Mrs.  Foy  Farmer,  Mrs. 
Ella  Harris  and  Mrs.  W.  N.  Jones.  The  Society  oversubscribed  the 
$800.00  designated  for  missions. 
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Mrs.  Julian  W.  Bunn,  Sr.,  (Maude)  was  the 
first  president  of  Hayes  Barton's  WMU  1926- 
1928,  and  served  again  in  1932-1934. 
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One  outstanding  project  of  the  WMU  in  1928  was  the  carpeting  of 
the  sanctuary  at  a  cost  of  $1,783.65 — plus  interest.  The  society  also 
purchased  glassware,  dishes,  cutlery  and  kitchen  supplies.  Mrs.  Johnson 
from  the  Carolina  Power  and  Light  Company  gave  the  kitchen  a  five 
gallon  electric  percolator. 

Circle  #5  gave  the  church  collection  plates. 

Hayes  Barton  WMU  served  as  hostess  to  the  Greensboro  Division 
in  November,  including  the  serving  of  175  plates  for  lunch. 

Mrs.  H.  G.  Harrington  was  recording  secretary  for  the  work  of  the 
year.  Her  report  shows  the  following  were  elected  officers  for  1929:

The  first  annual  Christmas  banquet  for  the  Society  was  held  on 
December  3, 1928  with  65  ladies  attending.  Mrs.  Bostick  was  the  speaker 
and  Mrs.  A.  C.  Hall  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Twiddy  gave  musical  selections.  Dr. 
Turner  presented  Mrs.  Maude  Bunn  a  lovely  beaded  bag  as  a  token  of 
love  and  appreciation  for  her  outstanding  service  to  the  Society. 

1929 —  The  records  for  this  year  mostly  came  through  the  Central 
Baptist  Association  report  which  met  on  September  24,  1929  at  Harris 
Chapel  Baptist  Church.  Dr.  J.  Powell  Tucker  preached  on  the  subject, 
"Jesus  Must  Reign  Until  He  Has  Put  All  Enemies  Under  His  Feet."  Mrs. 
Gordan  Middleton  gave  an  inspiring  address  on  "The  Child  of  God  in  the 
Time  of  Adversity,"  basing  her  remarks  on  Romans  5:3.  Reports  to  the 
Association  showed  that  Hayes  Barton  had  80  members  in  W.  M.  S.,  12  in 
Y.  W.  A.,  15  in  Girls'  Auxiliary,  and  15  in  Sunbeams,  with  a  total  of  127 
members  in  W.  M.  U.  This  report  also  noted  that  20  attended  mission 
study  classes.  The  ladies  gave  $500.00  to  local  work  and  of  the  church 
$797.54  was  contributed  to  missions  with  a  grand  total  of  $1,297.54  in 
gifts.  It  was  interesting  to  note  what  the  members  accomplished  with  their 
efforts  or  struggles  during  the  peak  of  the  depression.  Those  who 
attended  the  association  could  not  forget  the  well-known  missionary 
triad,  foreign,  state  and  home  missions  which  was  stressed  at  the 
meeting. 

Mrs.  Bunn,  chairman  of  the  nominating  committee,  presented  the 
slate  of  officers  for  1929-31:

The  Missionary  Society  was  noted  for  the  quality  of  the  brunswick 
stew  that  it  sold  to  the  Hayes  Barton  neighborhood  to  help  to  pay  off  the 
church  debt.  In  later  years,  Mrs.  H.  G.  Harrington's  daughter,  Eloise 
Harrington  Stevens,  recalled  the  stew  being  cooked  in  big  pots  and  how 
she  peddled  the  containers  in  a  basket  on  the  front  of  her  bicycle  to  the 
many  customers.  The  money  was  given  through  the  W.  M.  U.  to  help  pay 
off  the  church  debt.  Other  early  members  remember  things  that  were 
done  in  their  homes  to  help  to  raise  money  when  times  were  tight. 

Circle  #1  was  assigned  to  serve  the  Men's  Club  supper  for  January 
and  Circle  #6  was  appointed  to  furnish  flowers. 

The  Society  voted  to  go  on  record  as  favoring  reduction  of  the 
working  hours  for  girls.  Mrs.  Boone  reported  $5.84  they  had  spent  for  the 
kitchen  utensils  and  Mrs.  Simmons  said  $21.00  had  been  spent  to  buy 
crockery  and  cutlery  for  the  kitchen  and  dining  room  of  the  new  church. 
Each  circle  was  asked  to  contribute  $5.00  to  the  general  treasury  to  pay 
for  these  new  items. 

Twelve  meetings  were  held  for  the  year  with  an  average  attendance 
of  35  members. 

Mission  programs  were  presented  from  the  Royal  Service  at  each 
meeting.  The  Executive  Board  met  in  the  home  of  the  president,  Mrs.  N. 
H.  McLeod.  Special  seasons  of  prayer  for  state,  home  and  foreign 
missions  were  held  as  well  as  two  mission  study  classes.  The  emphasis  for 
1929  was  on  liberal  giving  to  missions.  A  piano  was  bought  for  the  ladies' 
parlor  at  a  cost  of  $45.00.  Twenty-eight  dollars  was  contributed  toward 
the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Sunday  School  library.  Half  of  the  homes  of 
the  church  subscribed  to  Baptist  magazines.  The  Society  again  attained 
the  Standard  of  Excellence. 
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Mrs.  McLeod  presented  proofs  of  the  year  book  which  were 
examined  and  discussed  and  a  note  of  appreciation  was  sent  to  Miss 
Bessie  Morgan  for  her  personal  gift  of  these  books. 

The  annual  Christmas  dinner  was  held  December  2.  Mrs.  N.  H. 
McLeod  presided  over  the  meeting  at  which  65  members  were  present. 
Mrs.  Turner  offered  the  invocation  after  which  a  most  delicious  turkey 
supper  was  served  by  Mrs.  A.  J.  Fletcher  and  her  assistants.  The  pastor, 
Dr.  James  Turner,  gave  the  keynote  address  on  the  subject,  "Study  to 
Show  Thyself  Approved  Unto  God."  Circle  #5  was  in  charge  of  the 
program  with  Mrs.  A.  C.  Hall,  its  leader,  speaking  on  the  topic,  "World 
Fellowship."  Mrs.  Twiddy  and  Mrs.  Fletcher  rendered  special  music. 

1930-1931  —  During  1930,  Dr.  James  B.  Turner  resigned  as  pastor  to 
serve  a  church  in  Griffin,  Georgia.  On  March  1, 1931,  Dr.  Louis  S.  Gaines 
became  the  second  pastor  of  Hayes  Barton.  The  young  church  felt  the 
sting  of  the  depression,  but  worked  hard  at  the  task  of  building  and 
organizing  the  work  of  the  Lord.  The  W.  M.  S.  sponsored  a  reception  for 
Pastor  Gaines  and  his  family,  when  he  arrived. 

In  1930,  Hayes  Barton's  W.  M.  U.  included  five  organizations, 
namely:  The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  with  75  members.  Young 
Woman's  Auxiliary  with  10  members.  Girls'  Auxiliary  with  30  members, 
Royal  Ambassadors  with  20  members,  and  a  Sunbeam  Band  with  36 
members,  making  a  total  of  171  members  in  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  which  functioned  as  an  umbrella  over  the  total  organization.This 
is  the  first  time  that  the  Royal  Ambassador  organization  has  been 
mentioned  in  a  report.  One  hundred  ladies  were  enrolled  in  mission  study 
classes.  Mrs.  Ben  Lawrence  was  the  president  of  the  W.  M.  U. 

The  R.  A.  leaders  were  George  Turner  and  Leah  Godwin. 

The  Central  Association  met  at  Forestville  Baptist  Church  on 
September  24, 1930  with  Mrs.  C.  R.  Boone,  Mrs.  L.  S.  Gaines,  Mrs.  J.  F. 
Danielson  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Bunn,  Sr.  serving  as  delegates  from  Hayes 
Barton. 

The  W.  M.  S.  was  grieved  at  the  passing  of  Mrs.  M.  B.  Humphrey, 
one  of  the  church's  beloved  and  faithful  members.  In  a  report  it  was 
stated  that  her  stewardship  would  be  greatly  missed. 

The  scholarly  Dr.  E.  McNeil  Poteat,  Pastor  Louis  Gaines,  Mrs.  Bunn 
Olive,  Mrs.  L.  G.  Gaines,  and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Goff,  President  of  Central 
Association  W.M.U.,  Mrs.  Blount,  Wilson,  North  Carolina,  and  Mrs. 
Edna  Harris  were  speakers  at  the  regular  general  meetings  during  the 
year.  There  were  90  active  members  of  the  organization  during  the  year 
with  12  new  members.  There  were  two  called  meetings  in  addition  to  the 
regular  ones.  The  circles  met  in  the  homes  of  the  members. 

The  W.  M.  U.  was  awarded  the  A-1  Standard  of  Excellence  for  the 
year.  It  gave  one  hundred  dollars  to  the  Centennial  Campaign.  The  ladies 
gave  thirty-five  dollars  for  the  improvement  of  the  church  grounds. 

The  Home  Missions  offering  amounted  to  $157.35  and  the  State 
Mission  gifts  were  $155.25.  The  Society  gave  $90.00  to  the  Baptist 
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Training  School  in  Lousiville,  Kentucky  and  $200.00  on  the  organ  fund. 
Mrs.  Boone,  chairman  of  the  nominating  committee,  read  the  slate 
of  officers  for  1931:

The  G.  A.'s  reported  on  the  first  Friday  in  January  that  they  met  and 
elected  officers,  and  planned  their  programs  for  the  year.  Their  meeting 
in  February  centered  around  music  from  famous  Christian  composers. 
They  met  at  the  church,  had  their  programs,  cooked  and  served  supper. 
For  their  personal  service,  they  made  twenty  visits  to  sick  and  shut-ins, 
sent  flowers  to  twelve,  gave  food  to  needy  families,  and  did  odd  jobs  for 
shut-ins.  Two  new  members  joined  them  during  the  first  quarter.  They 
observed  Good  Friday  with  a  prayer  service. 

The  Season  of  Prayer  was  observed  in  December  for  foreign 
missions.  At  the  December  1  meeting  of  the  Society  a  turkey  dinner  was 
served  by  Mrs.  Marshall  Barbour.  Mrs.  Herring,  a  returned  missionary 
from  China,  spoke  with  seventy-five  members  attending.  Following  the 
December  business  meeting,  a  social  hour  was  held  in  the  Sunday  School 
auditorium  which  had  been  decorated  in  the  Christmas  motif  of  red  and 
green.  Simple  refreshments  were  served.  Mrs.  Fluharty  and  Mrs.  Breeze 
rendered  the  vocal  selection,  "How  Beautiful  Upon  the  Mountains."  Mrs. 
M.  E.  Davidson  reported  for  the  year.  The  financial  report  centered 
primarily  on  raising  the  W.  M.  U.  apportionment  of  $700.00.  The 
Cooperative  Program  allotment  was  met.  In  addition,  the  Society 
contributed  $150.00  toward  the  interest  on  the  church  debt.  The  Society 
agreed  to  give  $5.00  per  month  for  lunches  for  the  undernourished 
children  of  Lewis  School.  At  this  meeting,  it  was  learned  that  the  Society 
had  met  the  standard.  Mrs.  Fletcher  suggested  a  Mission  Study  library 
be  placed  in  the  church  for  the  young  people.  A  motion  was  adopted  for  a 
fifteen  minute  Bible  study  at  all  circle  meetings. 

At  the  July  1931  Executive  Board  meeting,  Mrs.  McLeod  asked  that 
each  circle  be  responsible  for  $3.75  to  complete  the  payment  on  the 
piano.  The  literature  chairman  reported  20  subscriptions  to  Royal 
Service. 

At  the  September  Executive  Board  meeting,  a  yearly  shake-up  of 
circles  was  discussed  and  approved. 

The  books.  Healing  and  Missions  by  Dr.  Ayers,  and  Soul  Winning  by 
Don  Y.  Mullin  were  taught  by  the  pastor.  Fourteen  members  passed  the 
examination  and  were  awarded  seals. 
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Seven  hundred  dollars  was  raised  as  the  Society's  quota,  and  $75.00 
was  given  by  the  ladies  to  Lewis  School  for  lunches  for  underprivileged 
children  in  1931.  The  Society  paid  $3,300.00  the  first  year  on  the  organ 
fund  and  $1,700.00  during  the  second  year. 

The  W.  M.  S.  met  in  the  church  parlor  on  December  5,  with  Mrs.  L. 
E.  Herring  as  the  speaker.  A  motion  was  passed  to  sell  beauty  parlor 
ticket  books  as  a  money  making  project.  Mrs.  Breece  presented  a 
Teacher's  Bible  to  Mrs.  Lawrence  as  a  token  of  appreciation  from  the 
W.  M.  U.  for  her  service. 

The  Home  Mission  offering  amounted  to  $157.35.  Twenty-four 
dollars  was  paid  to  Lewis  School  for  needy  lunches,  $32.00  was  given  for 
shrubbery  for  the  church  lawn,  and  $100.00  was  given  to  the  Centennial 
Campaign. 


1932-1933  —  Mrs.  J.  W.  Bunn,  Sr.  was  again  elected  president  of  the 
W.  M.  U.  Information  for  1932  was  compiled  from  the  history  of  Hayes 
Barton  Church's  W.  M.  U.  report  to  the  seventy-third  annual  session  of 
the  Central  Baptist  Association  minutes.  The  meeting  was  held  at  First 
Baptist  Church,  Raleigh  on  December  27  and  28.  The  Rev.  John  Lake 
from  China  presented  an  inspiring  address  telling  of  his  work  among 
lepers. 

The  report  to  the  association  showed  the  Society  had  90  active  and 
17  inactive  members:  14  in  Y.  W.  A.,  15  in  G.  A.,  25  in  R.  A.,  and  60  in 
Sunbeams  making  a  total  of  221  members  in  W.  M.  U.  There  were  158 
enrolled  in  mission  study  courses.  Mrs.  Reid  Martin  was  Hayes  Barton's 
delegate. 

The  first  quarter's  emphasis  was  on  home  missions.  The  week  of 
prayer  inspired  a  $187.50  offering  at  the  end  of  March.  The  Society  held 
an  all-day  mission  study  class  during  the  first  quarter  with  thirty-nine 
members  present. 

State  Missions  was  stressed  and  $293.77  was  received  at  the  end  of 
the  second  quarter.  Delegates  from  the  W.  M.  S.  and  junior  organizations 
attended  the  State  Missions  meeting  at  Rocky  Mount,  North  Carolina. 

During  the  last  quarter  Foreign  Missions  was  the  focus.  The  Week  of 
Prayer  for  Foreign  Missions  was  held,  and  the  Christmas  offering 
amounted  to  $187.50. 

Dr.  Carl  M.  Townsend  came  to  Hayes  Barton  as  the  Church's  third 
pastor  on  November  5, 1933.  He  married  Sibyl  Brame,  who  enriched  the 
church  work  and  gave  inspiration  to  the  W.  M.  U.  They  were  a  winsome 
couple  and  quickly  won  the  hearts  of  the  church. 

The  church  adopted  the  Unified  Budget  System  in  an  effort  to 
stabilize  its  financial  program. 

The  W.  M.  U.  paid  $500.00  on  the  organ  fund.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  total  receipts  for  other  contributions  was  $347.10,  which  was 
deposited  in  Wachovia  Bank. 
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Mrs.  Penny's  Circle  #5  reached  their  goal  of  $100.00.  Mrs.  R.  P. 
Noble,  the  financial  chairman  for  the  Society  reported:  "Mrs.  Penny's 
Circle  deserves  special  mention  for  their  untiring  work  and  splendid 
cooperation."  What  they  were  raising  the  money  for  specifically  was  not 
clear,  but  they  were  certainly  ambitious. 

It  was  refreshing  to  see  the  beautiful  work  which  the  Y.  W.  A.'s  did  to 
reach  the  A-1  standard,  for  which  they  were  congratulated.  Mrs.  Bruce 
Carter  was  their  leader. 

At  the  August  meeting,  Mrs.  Gaines  presented  a  Stereopticon 
lecture  on  State  Missions.  On  September  21, 1932,  there  were  96  active 
members.  The  programs  were  in  charge  of  circles  #1,  #2,  and  #3.  Mrs. 
E.  McNeil  Poteat  was  the  visiting  speaker  at  the  general  meeting  of  the 
second  quarter.  During  the  quarter  $60.00  was  contributed  to  the 
Cooperative  Program,  $100.00  to  the  Heck  Memorial  Fund,  $10.00  to  the 
W.  M.  U.  State  Expense  Fund  to  help  state  officers.  The  amount  in  the 
treasury  was  $61.73.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  J.  Fletcher  were  thanked  for  their 
generous  gift  to  the  organ  fund. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  there  should  be  four  day  circles  and 
one  night  circle.  Mrs.  Twiddy,  Mrs.  Pearson,  Mrs.  Penny  and  Mrs. 
Hubert  Williams  drew  the  names  of  the  four  new  day  circles  and  the 
members  assembled  in  a  specified  corner  of  the  room  for  a  few  minutes  to 
get  their  organization  set  up.  After  the  meeting  tea  and  cookies  were 
served  by  the  hostesses. 

Dr.  Louis  Gaines  resigned  as  pastor  on  August  13,  1933. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  the  programs  were  in  charge  of 
circles  #4,  #5,  and  #6.  Mrs.  Forest  Feezor  was  the  guest  speaker  during 
this  quarter.  At  the  October  meeting  Mrs.  Ben  Lawrence,  Mrs.  Parker 
and  Mother  Lane  brought  stirring  messages. 

The  Y.  W.  A.  had  a  membership  of  12,  average  attendance  of  10,  and 
contributed  $10.00  to  the  Christmas  offering.  The  Sunbeams  had  6 
meetings,  with  an  average  attendance  of  35  and  contributed  $3.66  to  the 
Christmas  offering. 

The  circles  met  in  the  homes  of  the  members  with  exception  of  one 
circle  that  met  in  the  church  parlor.  At  the  November  meeting,  Mrs. 
McLeod  brought  two  recommendations  from  the  executive  Board:  (1) 
Each  circle  shall  select  its  own  leader  from  names  drawn  for  next  years' 
circle,  (2)  that  Mrs.  Bunn  shall  appoint  a  nominating  committee  from  the 
floor. 

The  annual  Foreign  Missions  meeting  was  held  on  Monday  night, 
December  5,  in  the  Sunday  School  auditorium,  with  57  present.  The 
hymn,  "Oh  Zion,  Haste,"  was  followed  by  the  Lord's  Prayer.  Mother 
Lane  told  a  lovely  story  of  the  Star.  She  held  the  star  in  her  hand  and  gave 
five  distinct  points  as  she  located  them  on  the  star — knowledge,  faith, 
patience,  love  and  gifts.  While  the  members  sang,  "Take  My  Life  and  Let 
It  Be,"  Mrs.  Day  held  a  basket  into  which  the  circle  treasures  placed  the 
Christmas  offering. 
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1934-1935  —  Mrs.  J.  Q.  Seawell  was  the  W.  M.  U.  president  of  Hayes 
Barton  for  the  biennium.  With  her  served:  Mrs.  Reid  Martin,  Second 
Vice-President;  Mrs.  N.  H.  McLeod,  Third  Vice-President;  Mrs.  C.  R. 
Boone,  Mission  Study  Chairman;  Mrs.  T.  Lacy  Williams,  Secretary;  Mrs. 
H.  B.  Day,  Treasurer;  and  Mrs.  T.  R.  Rand,  Publicity  Chairman.  "Social 
Problems  and  the  Church  Today"  was  the  theme  for  the  study  of  the 
W.  M.  U.  for  1934.  The  Rev.  G.  G.  Grubb  presented  phases  of  Home 
Mission  work  and  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Farmer  gave  an  interesting  account  of  his 
work  in  foreign  missions.  The  pastor,  Dr.  CM.  Townsend,  spoke  on 
"Baptist  and  the  World  of  Today."  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Society. 

At  the  Associational  meeting  at  Wake  Union  Baptist  Church  reports 
were  presented  of  the  work  the  W.  M.  U.  was  fostering  by  the  delegates, 
Mrs.  D.  R.  Jackson,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Critcher,  Mrs.  R.  P.  Noble  and  Mrs.  Reid 
Martin.  The  Personal  Service  Report  showed:  346  pieces  of  good 
literature  given,  1069  garments  given  to  the  poor,  409  flowers  sent,  346 
baskets  and  trays  given,  1403  visits  made,  36  needy  families  helped,  36 
quarts  of  milk  given,  180  garments  made  for  the  poor,  $243.75  in  cash 
given,  82  Bibles  distributed,  5  times  fuel  given  to  destitute  people,  and  in 
addition  to  these  things  $93.50  was  given  to  the  needy. 

The  Home  Mission  offering  amounted  to  $136.00.  Only  $35.00  had 
been  raised  at  the  end  of  the  second  quarter  for  a  project  which  had  been 
adopted  by  the  W.  M.  S.  Because  of  the  lack  of  response  from  some 
circles,  it  was  voted  by  the  Executive  Board  that  the  Society  return  to  the 
former  policy  of  assessing  each  circle  a  certain  amount  by  which  they 
hoped  to  raise  the  desired  total. 

Mrs.  T.  Lacy  Williams  gave  an  excellent  report  for  the  Woman's 
work  at  the  end  of  the  third  quarter,  which  showed  more  than  10  percent 
increase  in  membership.  She  noted  that  the  junior  organizations  had 
grown  also.  A  new  G.  A.  was  organized  to  provide  for  both  the  younger 
and  older  teen-age  girls. 

The  total  amount  of  mission  offerings  given  during  the  twelve 
months  was  $583.21.  The  Missionary  Society  paid  $170.00  on  its  pledge 
toward  the  organ  fund. 

The  W.  M.  U.  furnished  treats  for  the  inmates  of  the  County  Home, 
as  well  as  at  St.  Luke's  Home.  New  kitchen  utensils  and  table  cloths  were 
purchased  by  the  Missionary  Society  for  the  church.  In  April  the 
Executive  Board  recommended  that  a  committee  be  named  to  be 
responsible  for  the  church  dishes,  allowing  the  dishes  to  be  taken  outside 
of  the  church  building  for  church  purposes  under  the  supervision  of  the 
committee,  composed  of  Mrs.  Hanbury  and  Mrs.  Reid  Martin.  Mrs.  J.  E. 
Pearson  was  appointed  flower  committee  chairman. 

The  seventy-sixth  session  of  the  Association  was  attended  by  Mrs. 
Julian  Bunn,  Sr.,  Mrs.  Perry  Morgan,  Mrs.  D.  R.  Jackson,  Mrs.  W.  E. 
Critcher  and  Mrs.  J.  R.  Whistnant.  They  took  glowing  reports  of  the 
Society  and  brought  back  much  inspiration  from  the  meetings.  The 
theme  of  the  Associational  program  was  "Christ  Challenges  His 
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Churches."  Dr.  J.  C.  Anders,  a  medical  missionary  from  Africa,  gave  an 
enthusiastic  message  of  his  work,  and  Miss  Sophia  Lanneau,  a  mission- 
ary to  China,  brought  greetings  from  her  association  in  China  and  gave  a 
first-hand  report  of  her  work.  Mrs.  J.  Q.  Seawell  from  Hayes  Barton  was 
the  associational  president  of  W.  M.  U.  for  that  year. 

Dr.  Townsend  delivered  the  sermon  on  Wednesday,  December  23, 
1934  entitled,  "Be  Filled  with  the  Spirit."  The  statistical  data  reported  for 
the  year  was:  $110.00  for  the  Heck-Jones  Offering,  $12.40  for  the  Baptist 
Hospital  on  Mother's  Day,  $7.50  for  State  W.  M.  U.  expense,  $25.00  for 
W.  M.  U.  Training  School,  $155.00  for  the  organ  fund,  $135.99  for  State 
Missions,  $135.00  for  Home  Missions  and  $141.43  for  Foreign  Missions. 

Hayes  Barton  had  12  members  in  Y.  W.  A.,  12  in  the  G.  A.,  45  in 
Sunbeams  and  the  W.  M.  S.  and  R.  A.  organizations  were  unreported. 

The  scheduled  meetings  for  the  Y.  W.  A.,  G.  A.,  R.  A.,  and 
Sunbeams  for  the  summer  were  canceled  because  of  a  Polio  epidemic. 
Until  Dr.  Salk  discovered  the  vaccine,  people  lived  in  fear  of  the  dread 
disease. 

In  1935  Mrs.  N.  H.  McLeod  gave  the  annual  report  stating  that  the 
youth  organizations  had  reached  A-1  rank  with  the  averagaattendance  of 
more  than  half  of  the  active  members  present  at  the  meetings.  The  five 
circles  observed  the  customary  Weeks  of  Prayer  and  held  three  Mission 
Study  classes.  The  women  sponsored  active  junior  organizations  and 
helped  the  church  with  its  debt,  contributing  their  apportioned  sum  to 
each  mission  offering.  Members  were  active  in  personal  service.  The  W. 
M.  U.  gave  $545.82  for  Foreign  Missions  in  1935. 

The  W.  M.  S.  president  brought  recommendations  from  the  Execu- 
tive Board  that  no  person  should  hold  two  major  W.  M.  U.  offices  at  the 
same  time.  The  goal  for  the  year  was  for  the  Society  to  raise  $700.00  for 
missions  and  $500.00  for  the  organ  fund.  The  junior  groups  were 
expected  to  raise  $25.00  for  missions.  It  was  voted  that  each  circle 
contribute  $1.00  per  month  to  Lewis  School  free  lunch  program.  The 
treasurer  reported  a  balance  of  $30.00  in  the  treasury.  It  was  moved  and 
carried  that  the  1934  yearbook  be  dedicated  to  Mrs.  Lane.  The 
resignation  of  Mrs.  C.  R.  Boone  as  Mission  Study  Chairman  was 
accepted,  and,  Mrs.  H.  P.  Williams  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

In  March  the  General  Meeting  adjourned  for  the  members  to  go  to 
First  Baptist  Church  to  hear  an  address  by  Miss  Kathleen  Mallory.  Mrs. 
Gait,  the  Assistant  Leader,  stated  that  the  Society  had  a  10  percent 
increase  in  apportionment  over  last  year  which  would  affect  the  A-1 
Standard.  This  made  the  W.  M.  S.  amount  $965.70.  The  R.  A.'s 
reorganized  under  the  scout  director,  George  Coppedge.  The  office 
expenses  of  state  officials  was  in  jeopardy  due  to  the  bank  holiday  and  the 
treasurer  was  instructed  to  make  the  payment.  The  crucible  campaign 
collected  $11.12  and  bought  a  number  of  articles  to  be  sold  for  this  fund. 
A  Mission  Study  Institute  was  held  at  Meredith  College.  A  movie  was 
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sponsored  as  a  money  making  project.  Another  project  to  help  with 
finances  was  the  making  of  bedspreads  to  be  sold. 

Miss  Winnie  Rickett,  B.  Y.  P.  U.  State  Secretary,  gave  an  inspiring 
message  for  the  May  meeting.  Hayes  Barton  received  the  Mission  Study 
Banner  for  the  year.  For  the  June  program  a  discussion  was  held  on  the 
objects  to  which  Fannie  Heck  Memorial  fund  and  ten  members  took  the 
mission  study  course.  Mrs.  McLeod  reported  that  the  Y.  W.  A.'s  gave 
$4.50  to  the  Heck- Jones  Fund.  The  girls  helped  a  needy  family  and  sent 
their  president  to  Ridgecrest.  Meredith  students  were  adopted  by  several 
W.  M.  U.  church  members  as  a  home  away  from  home. 

For  the  December  meeting,  Dr.  Townsend  conducted  the  devo- 
tional and  Mrs.  Polk  Denmark  gave  a  vocal  selection.  Seals  were  given  to 
those  attending  the  Mission  Study  class.  Mrs.  Bunn,  the  retiring 
president,  made  a  farewell  speech  followed  by  a  report  of  the  nominating 
committee.  The  new  officers  were  invited  to  form  a  receiving  line  to  be 
greeted  by  the  Society.  They  were  Mrs.  J.  Q.  Seawell — President,  Mrs.  J. 
W.  Bunn — First  Vice  President,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Pearson — Second  Vice 
President,  Mrs.  J.  S.  Coxe — Third  Vice  President,  Mrs.  T.  Lacy 
Williams — Secretary,  Mrs.  H.  B.  Day — Treasurer,  Mrs.  C.  L.  Jenkins — 
Assistant  Treasurer,  Mrs.  N.  H.  McLeod — Y.  W.  A.  Leader,  Mrs.  J.  D. 
Dorsett — R.  A.  Leader,  Mrs.  E.  M.  Parker — Assistant  R.  A.  Leader,  Mrs. 
M.  E.  Davidson — G.  A.  Leader,  Mrs.  H.  L.  Lancaster,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Earl 
Smith — Leaders  of  Sunbeams,  Miss  Eunice  Martin — Mission  Study 
Chairman,  Mrs.  L.  B.  Glaize — Stewardship  Chairman,  Mr.  Leroy 
Martin — Personal  Service  Chairman,  Mrs.  John  Shelton — Literature 
Chairman,  Mrs.  T.  R.  Rand — Publicity  Chairman,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Bobbitt — 
Social  Chairman,  Mr.  H.  P.  Williams — Enlistment  Chairmen,  Mrs.  J.  E. 
Pearson,  Mrs.  Reid  Martin  and  Mrs.  T.  F.  Drew — Program  Chairman. 

In  1934,  the  Executive  Board  met  in  the  home  of  Mrs.  Seawell.  A 
request  came  for  the  W.  M.  U.  to  pay  $300.00  on  the  organ  debt.  Each 
circle  was  asked  to  raise  $50.00.  Personal  service  assignments  were 
changed  to  St.  Luke's  home  from  the  underprivileged  children  and  the 
hospital  and  that  sick  visits  be  combined  with  County  Home  project.  The 
ladies'  parlor  was  refurnished  by  the  Society. 

Mr.  Gehring  acted  as  pulpit  supply  during  the  absence  of  the  pastor. 
Dr.  Townsend  during  his  trip  abroad.  Dr.  Gehring  brought  a  message  on 
mission  work  in  Louisiana.  It  was  voted  to  have  no  Executive  Board 
Meetings  during  the  months  of  July  and  August.  The  Society  had  16  new 
members  during  the  year,  with  a  total  of  86  members.  In  September  of 
1935,  the  Society  received  $503.78  plus  $42.90  given  by  the  junior 
organizations  for  a  total  of  $646.68  for  missions. 

1936-1937  —  The  W.  M.  U.  was  active  under  the  energetic 
leadership  of  Mrs.  Bruce  Carter  (Thelma)  at  the  helm  of  the  Society  for 
the  year,  1936-1937.  A  report  of  the  activity  pointed  up  the  Personal 
Service:  456  visits  to  prospective  members,  trays,  baskets  and  meals 
given — 149,  298  times — flowers  given,  470  visits  to  the  sick  and  hospital, 
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41 — garments  given,  529  letters  written,  $129.45 — cash  given  to  needy, 
18  times — fuel  given,  78  hours  of  nursing,  105  quarts  of  milk  given,  20,000 
tracts  distributed,  34 — religious  services  held,  4  garments  of  sewing  for 
the  poor. 

There  were  15  new  members  during  1936  reported  by  Mrs.  T.  Lacy 
Williams,  secretary. 

The  seventy-seventh  annual  Central  Baptist  Association  was  attend- 
ed by  Mrs.  W.  E.  Critcher,  Mrs.  R.  P.  Noble,  Mrs.  George  McCallum  and 
Mrs.  O.  C.  Pennington.  Mrs.  F.  C.  Freezer  brought  a  message  on  the 
Seminary  and  the  W.  M.  U.  Training  School  at  Louisville.  Mrs.  Edna 
Harris  spoke  on  State  Missions.  Mrs.  W.  F.  Mitchell  discussed  Home 
Missions,  and  Mrs.  W.  N.  Jones  talked  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Hayes  Barton  Forum  was  organized  on  February  15, 1936  with 
the  following  officers:  J.  Dewey  Dorsett — President,  Mrs.  W.  G.  Hum- 
phrey— First  Vice  President,  Hunter  Ellington — Second  Vice  President, 
Mrs.  Rupert  Atkins — Third  Vice  President,  and  James  Hartman, 
Secretary.  This  group  of  leaders  brought  much  life  and  assistance  to  the 
W.  M.  U. 

The  Executive  Board  met  January  3,  at  the  home  of  the  president, 
Mrs.  Bruce  Carter.  A  request  came  from  the  Association  that  the  Society 
sponsor  Miss  Lettie  Hamlet,  a  Margaret  Fund  student  at  Meredith 
College.  The  Circles  were  asked  to  shower  her  with  gifts  or  send  a 
contribution  of  money  ($5.46). 

Mrs.  Reid  Martin,  kitchen  chairman,  reported  a  shortage  of  kitchen 
equipment.  A  silver  offering  was  taken  to  buy  tablecloths  and  other 
needed  materials.  Mrs.  Jenkins  instructed  that  four  aluminum  pitchers 
be  bought  at  $50.00  each.  An  announcement  was  made  if  a  tablecloth  was 
lost  that  the  circle  in  charge  that  month  would  be  held  responsible. 
Among  the  business  of  the  Board,  there  was  a  request  that  homes  for  100 
delegates  to  the  State  Convention  be  located.  Mrs.  Jenkins  reported  a 
total  of  $120.00  had  been  paid  on  the  organ  fund.  Someone  brought  the 
information  that  the  Church  tablecloths  that  were  thought  to  have  been 
lost  were  merely  misplaced  by  the  laundry  and  that  the  circle  would 
not  be  held  responsible  for  them. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  plan  a  reception  for  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Townsend,  namely:  Mrs.  J.  W.  Bunn — Chairman,  Mrs.  C.  R.  Boone, 
Mrs.  Marshal  Barber,  Mrs.  Harrington  and  Mrs.  Jenkins. 

The  July  general  meeting  was  in  charge  of  Circle  #5.  Their  program 
consisted  of  a  devotional  given  by  Mrs.  Parker,  a  solo  by  Mrs.  Denmark 
and  a  talk  on  Home  Missions  by  Mrs.  L.  B.  Hughes.  Mrs.  Townsend 
taught  the  book  entitled:  Palestinian  Tapestries. 

The  Society  was  in  need  of  money  and  they  sold  sandwiches  and 
drinks  at  a  land  sale.  Members  brought  gifts  for  a  Christmas  box  for  a 
missionary  among  the  Jews  in  Jerusalem. 

The  program  in  October  was  in  charge  of  Mrs.  A.  B.  Combs'  circle. 
They  had  as  their  speaker,  Mrs.  Townsend  on  the  subject,  "The 
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Blessed  Grace  of  Giving."  Mrs.  Penny  taught  a  study  course  for  the 
Sunbeams. 

At  the  Board  Meeting  in  November  noted  that  it  was  time  for  the  cir- 
cles to  shake-up.  Mrs.  Reid  Martin,  chairman  of  the  Get-Together  Dinner 
committee,  with  a  representative  from  each  circle  to  help  her  make  plans 
for  the  Christmas  dinner.  Mrs.  C.  R.  Boone  was  chairman  of  the 
decorations  committee.  Seventy-one  members  attended  the  dinner  with 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Townsend  as  guests.  Mrs.  Carter  announced  that  the 
World  Day  of  Prayer  would  be  observed  on  December  4.  It  was  the  tenth 
anniversary  of  Hayes  Barton's  W.  M.  U.  and  the  charter  members  were 
asked  to  stand.  The  nominating  committee  recommended  that  all  of  the 
officers  be  reelected.  Circle  leaders  appointed  were:  Circle  #1 — Mrs.  Reid 
Martin,  Assistant — Mrs.  J.  E.  Pearson;  Circle  #2 — Mrs.  C.  R.  Boone, 
Assistant — Mrs  Seawell;  Circle  #3 — Mrs.  J.  W.  Bunn,  Assistant — Mrs. 
Vann:  Circle  #4— Mrs.  H.  A.  Correll,  Assistant— Mrs.  J.  B.  Boldridge; 
Circle  #5 — Mrs.  Townsend.  The  names  were  drawn  for  the  circles.  It  was 
voted  that  Royal  Service  be  used  only  in  circle  meetings  and  for 
secretaries.  Mrs.  J.  B.  Boldridge  was  appointed  to  run  off  the  yearbooks 
on  the  church  mimeograph.  The  Society  paid  $170.00  on  the  organ  fund. 

Miss  Mary  Currin  was  the  speaker  for  the  June  Meeting  of  the 
Y.  W.  A.  The  Y.  W.  A.  held  good  meetings  with  an  average  of  10  percent 
attending  and  their  offering  was  $7.50  to  State  Missions.  The  Y.  W.  A.  had 
10  present  at  its  meeting  with  Mrs.  Coppeidge  leading  the  younger  girls 
and  Mrs.  Jenkins  the  older  ones. 

The  G.  A.  meetings  were  held  every  other  Friday  with  an  enrollment 
of  19  girls.  Mrs.  Townsend  taught  the  book  entitled  Palestinian 
Tapestries.

1938  —  Mrs.  C.  R.  Boone  served  one  year  as  president  of  Hayes 
Barton's  W.  M.  U.  The  W.  M.  U.  had  181  members  in  1938,  with  131  in 
W.  M.  S.,  30  in  G.  A.'s  and  20  in  Sunbeams.  Two  hundred  ninety-two 
dollars  was  contributed  to  the  local  church  expenses  and  $877.81  was 
given  to  missions.  The  Home  Mission  offering  in  March  amounted  to 
$149.80,  Heck- Jones  Offering  in  June  was  $234.66,  State  Missions 
offfering  in  September  was  $178.00,  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club  was 
$45.00. 

The  W.  M.  S.  observed  mission  study  days  and  quarterly  weeks  of 
prayer.  One  hundred  and  fifty-four  members  were  enrolled  in  mission 
study  classes. 

The  Central  Baptist  Association  held  its  meeting  at  Youngsville 
Baptist  Church  on  September  29  and  30  with  Dr.  Carl  M.  Townsend 
serving  as  moderator.  The  fall  mission  study  was  held  at  Tabernacle 
Baptist  Church  with  the  Raleigh  and  Central  Association  joining  in  a 
Mission  Study  Institute.  Hayes  Barton's  ladies  attended  this  meeting. 

In  November,  baskets  were  packed  as  personal  service  for  needy 
families.  Other  local  aid  to  the  needy  included:  19  religious  services  were 
held,  49  made  talks  to  the  unsaved,  31  Bibles  were  distributed,  839  pieces 
of  religious  literature  distributed,  21,350  tracts  were  handed  out,  1,356 
garments  were  given,  301  trays  and  baskets  were  sent,  659  flowers  sent, 
199  quarts  of  milk  given,  2,639  visits  made  to  the  sick  and/ or  new  or 
prospective  members,  679  telephone  calls,  228  cards  and  letters  written 
and  16  persons  gave  fuel  to  the  needy.  Six  bed  lamps  given  to  Rex 
Hospital,  tooth  paste,  brushes  and  soap  given  to  the  T.  B.  Sanitarium, 
furniture,  sheets,  blankets  and  towels,  fruit  and  magazines  were  carried 
to  the  County  Home.  Tray  covers  were  sent  by  the  G.  A.'s  to  the  Baptist 
Hospital  in  Winston-Salem  and  fourteen  gifts  were  sent  to  the  Woman's 
Ward  at  Rex  Hospital.  Book  fees  were  paid  for  two  indigent  public  school 
children.  Flowers  were  furnished  for  the  church.  Money  was  raised  by  the 
W.  M.  S.  and  its  junior  organizations  which  amounted  to  $843.81  for 
missionary  causes. 

1939-1940—  Mrs.  Roy  Yelverton  was  the  president  of  the  W.  M.  U. 
when  the  world  was  emerging  from  the  Great  Depression.  There  were 
144  W.  M.  S.  members,  20  Y.  W.  A's,  19  G.  A.'s,  12  R.  A.'s  and  26 
Sunbeams  for  a  total  of  221  members  in  the  W.  M.  U.  There  were  193 
members  enrolled  in  mission  study  classes. 
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There  were  84  persons  subscribing  to  religious  magazines  and  42 
subscribers  to  the  Biblical  Recorder. 

The  Central  Baptist  Association  met  with  Perry's  Baptist  Church, 
Wake  Forest,  North  Carolina  on  September  28  and  29  with  Mrs.  Carl  M. 
Townsend  and  Mrs.  Roy  Yelverton  attending  from  Hayes  Barton.  Dr. 
Townsend  was  the  moderator.  Dr.  J.  Clyde  Turner  delivered  an  address 
entitled  "Christians  Have  the  Available  Power  to  Meet  Today's  World."

The  eighty-first  annual  session  of  the  Central  Baptist  Association 
met  at  Flat  Rock  Baptist  Church  on  September  26  &  27, 1940.  Mrs.  D.  R. 
Jackson,  Mrs.  George  McCallum  and  Mrs.  W.  E.  Critcher  attended  as 
delegates  from  Hayes  Barton.  The  theme  for  the  meeting  was  "Fellowship 
in  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel"  from  Phillipians  L5.  Mrs.  Everett  Gill,  in 
giving  the  report  on  Foreign  Missions,  said  in  summary:  "It  is  a  Divine 
Enterprise,  a  unified  enterprise,  a  glorious  enterprise,  a  costly  enter-

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prise — a  difficult  enterprise."  "World-wide  missions  is  at  present  an  over- 
clouded enterprise,  but  if  we  could  ask  some  prophet-seer  on  the 
mountain  top  who  scans  wider  horizons  that  we  have,  and  cry, 
'Watchman,  what  of  the  night?'  There  would  come  in  the  breathless 
silence,  'The  morning  cometh!'"  It  was  truly  an  inspirational  speech  that 
awakened  those  attending.  Some  goals  were  set,  such  as — a  revival 
meeting  in  every  church,  an  evangelistic  effort  in  every  community  with 
testimony,  soul-winning  and  prayer,  a  church  census,  the  organizations 
of  "Andrew  Clubs,"  a  study  course,  and  associational  evangelistic  rally. 

1941-1942  —  Mrs.  Harvey  Correll  was  the  president  of  the  Hayes 
Barton  W.  M.  U.  in  1941-1942.  There  were  168  members  in  the  W.  M.  S., 
13  Y.  W.  A.'s,  33  G.  A.'s,  6  R.  A.'s,  65  Sunbeams,  with  a  total  of  239  in 
W.  M.  U.  There  were  100  enrolled  in  mission  study  classes. 
The  annual  report  of  W.  M.  S.  from  January  1, 1941  to  December  31, 1941 
stated:

In  1942,  when  the  annual  report  was  given  to  the  eighty-second 
Central  Association,  which  met  at  Rolesville  Baptist  Church,  it  stated 
that  there  were  195  members  in  the  W.  M.  S.  at  Hayes  Barton  in  nine 
circles  with  77  percent  of  the  members  present  plus  26  new  members. 
There  were  10  Y.  W.  A.'s  with  one  of  the  girls  being  sent  to  Ridgecrest. 
There  were  35  G.  A.'s,  12  R.  A.'s,  and  67  Sunbeams  and  a  total 
membership  in  W.  M.  U.  of  345.  There  were  256  enrolled  in  mission  study 
classes.  Two  girls  attended  a  camp  at  Meredith  College.  The  R.  A.  's  had  a 
member  to  go  to  camp. 

The  W.  M.  S.  met  the  requirements  for  the  A-1  Standard  of 
Achievement  in  1942. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  in  August  was  held  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Julian 
W.  Bunn,  Sr.  Ninety-four  members  attended  the  Home  Mission  study 
course.  Each  circle  clothed  an  orphan  at  Thomasville  Orphanage  or  at 
the  Kennedy  Home.  The  Society  served  the  soldiers  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  on 
two  Saturdays  and  two  Sundays. 

The  W.  M.  U.  installed  modern  light  fixtures  in  the  ladies'  parlor.  The 
church  library  was  opened  and  staffed  in  1942.  There  were  144 
subscribers  to  Baptist  literature.

Hayes  Barton  received  the  honor  for  having  completed  the  graded 
program  for  the  W.  M.  U.  and  youth  organizations.  They  were  given 
special  recognition  for  achieving  the  A-1  Standard  of  Excellence  for  their 
work  in  1943.  Officers  for  the  biennium  serving  with  Mrs.  Jackson  were: 
Mrs.  H.  A.  Correll,  first  Vice  President;  Mrs.  A.  C.  Hall,  Second  Vice 
President;  Mrs.  J.  M.  Potter,  Third  Vice  President;  Mrs.  H.  J.  Rhodes, 
Secretary;  Mrs.  E.  B.  Denny,  Treasurer;  Mrs.  R.  B.  Wilmer,  Publicity 
Chairman;  Mrs.  D.  L.  Jordan,  Community  Missions  Chairman;  Mrs. 
Bruce  Carter,  Mission  Study  Chairman;  Mrs.  J.  S.  Coxe,  Literature 
Chairman;  Mrs.  L.  B.  Glaise,  Devotional  Chairman;  Mrs.  M.  E.  Davidson, 
Pianist;  Miss  Lillian  Allen,  YWA  Leader;  Mrs.  I.  L.  Bennett,  Intermediate 
G.  A.  Leader;  Mrs.  W.  L.  Noneman,  R.  A.  Leader;  Mrs.  O.  A.  Jones, 
Sunbeam  Leader. 

Mrs.  G.  K.  Middleton  was  the  speaker  at  the  January  11  general 
meeting. 

The  Home  Mission  Study  class  was  led  by  Miss  Kathryn  Abee,  using 
the  book,  Tfiey  Need  Not  Go  Away. 

The  Society  had  178  members  in  1943.  There  were  14  YWAs;  22 
G.  A.'s;  11  R.  A.'s  61  Sunbeams  and  a  total  of  289  in  W.  M.  U.  in  1943. 
There  was  $100.00  given  to  local  work. 

During  the  Week  of  Prayer,  February  28-March  6,  a  pageant, 
"Entrusted  with  the  Gospel  in  our  country,"  was  presented. 

Cottage  prayer  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  to  support 
Home,  State  and  Foreign  Missions. 
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On  March  12  the  W.  M.  U.  received  a  telegram  from  Dr.  Charles  E. 
Maddrey  as  follows:  "All  indebtedness  on  Foreign  Missions  Board  paid 
today!" 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  year's  work,  Mrs.  Jackson  who  was 
reporting  the  work  said,  "Seeing  how  the  Lord  hath  prospered  us,  it 
behooves  us  prudently  and  prayerfully  to  press  forward." 

At  the  general  meeting  on  May  1 1,  Dr.  C.  H.  Durham,  pastor  of  First 
Baptist  Church,  Raleigh,  was  the  speaker. 

Mrs.  Claude  F.  Gaddy  said  at  the  Raleigh  Associational  Meeting, 
"Hayes  Barton  W.  M.  U.  has  certainly  set  us  a  worthy  example.  They 
were  recognized  at  Charlotte.  What  they  have  done,  we  can  do  by 
working  together  and  striving  for  the  chief  aims  of  W.  M.  U.  of  praying, 
studying,  giving,  serving  and  training  ourselves  for  greater  Christian 
Service." 

So  This  is  Africa  was  taught  by  Miss  Margaret  Johnson  on 
November  22. 

The  Annual  Banquet  was  held  on  December  13  with  Mrs.  J.  S. 
Farmer  as  speaker. 

Hayes  Barton  was  added  to  the  Raleigh  Association  in  1943  after 
being  a  member  of  the  Central  Association  for  many  years  prior. 

The  W.  M.  S.  had  182  members  in  1944,  12  YWA's,  two  groups  of 
G.  A.'s  with  35  members,  15  R.  A.'s,  69  Sunbeams  for  a  total  of  303 
members.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  enrolment  of  W.  M.  U. 
fluctuated  constantly  during  the  years,  from  year  to  year.  There  were  324 
enrolled  in  mission  study  classes. 

An  officer's  clinic  was  held  with  Mrs.  Claude  Gaddy,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Bunn, 
Mrs.  G.  K.  Middleton  and  Mrs.  T.  S.  Johnson  on  January  18  in  five 
mission  study  classes,  including  a  Day  of  Prayer  and  Bible  Study  for 
stewardship.  Miss  Kathryn  Abbee,  field  Worker  for  the  State  W.  M.  S., 
taught  a  Mission  Study  Class  on  February  9,  with  good  attendance. 
Seasons  of  Prayer  for  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  were  observed. 
Programs  were  presented  for  State  Missions  and  one  on  Stewardship  in 
which  members  of  the  Young  People's  group  took  part.  Suppers  were 
served  by  the  society  to  the  Sunday  School  Worker's  Conference  and 
Baptist  Training  Union  Council  each  month,  with  the  exception  of  the 
summer  months.  The  Week  of  Prayer  for  Annie  Armstrong  offering  was 
observed  March  1-5,  with  circle  meetings  on  two  days  and  special 
programs  Wednesday  night  and  Friday  afternoons. 

On  June  2,  a  Bible  Class  was  taught  by  Mrs.  J.  W.  Bunn, 
Stewardship  Chairman,  in  her  home,  with  39  members  present.  The 
Society  had  58  tithers. 

On  January  25,  1944  eleven  members  attended  the  Leadership 
Training  Day  at  Rolesville  Baptist  Church.  Fourteen  were  present  for  the 
Associational  Meeting  at  Hopkins  Chapel.  A  Mission  Study  class  was 
held  with  most  of  the  Missionary  Society  in  attendance  on  February  22. 
Mrs.  L.  L.  Carpenter  taught  the  Home  Mission  books  entitled,  Christi- 
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aniYy  Our  Citadel.  A  Week  of  Prayer  for  Home  Missions  was  held.  It  was 
noted  that  Hayes  was  the  only  church  in  the  association  reaching  the  A-1 
Standard  of  Excellence  in  1944.  The  Society  did  personal  service  work  at 
Carey's  Street  Mission,  the  TB  Sanitorium,  the  County  Home,  Rex 
Hospital,  the  Detention  Home  and  at  St.  Agnes  Hospital.

All  of  the  young  peoples'  meetings  were  postponed  in  August  due  to 
a  polio  epidemic.  Three  of  the  young  women  from  YWA  attended  the 
conference  at  Ridgecrest  and  seven  Intermediate  G.  A.'s  attended  a 
"House  Party"  at  Meredith  College.  LaVerne  Harris  was  crowned  Queen 
Regent  at  Meredith.  She  was  one  of  nine  girls  in  the  state  to  complete  this 
honor  this  year  (1944).  It  was  found  that  the  enrollment  of  the  Young 
Peoples'  organizations  had  grown  from  53  to  116,  an  increase  of  almost 
119  percent. 

The  Society  was  well  represented  at  the  Annual  State  Baptist 
Convention  in  Raleigh.  Eleven  members  attended  the  Annual  Associa- 
tional  Meeting  and  also  attended  the  W.  M.  U.  District  Meeting  in 
Durham. 

The  yearly  average  of  attendance  in  the  circle  was  93  percent  and  77 
percent  average  attendance  for  general  meetings. 

In  December  three  sessions  of  mission  study  were  taught  by  Mrs. 
Bruce  Carter  on  The  Life  of  Miss  Lottie  Moon.  The  Society  packed 
Christmas  boxes  for  soldiers  in  the  hospital.  The  Week  of  Prayer  for 
Foreign  Missions  was  observed  and  the  annual  Christmas  banquet  was 
held. 

The  work  of  the  W.  M.  U.  continued  during  the  summer  months  with 
good  interest  and  attendance,  except  there  was  no  Executive  Board 
meetings  during  the  months  of  June  and  July.  The  members  were 
contacted  by  cards  during  this  interval.  The  Society  had  charge  of  Prayer 
Meeting  on  July  12.  The  W.  M.  U.  received  an  increase  of  54  members 
and  the  G.  A.'s  enrolled  5  new  members. 

1945-1946  During  the  years  of  1945-1946,  Mrs.  O.  C.  Pennington 
(Bertha)  was  President  of  the  W.  M.  U.  The  following  served  with  her: 
Mrs.  R.  B.  Wilmer,  Literature  Chairman;  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Gooch,  as 
Publicity  Chairman;  Miss  Bernice  Brinklcy,  YWA  Leader;  Mrs.  D.  D. 
Sanderford,  G.  A.  Leader;  Mr.  &  Mrs.  W.  G.  Humphrey,  Oliver  Moore, 
Intermediate  R.  A.  Leaders;  Mrs.  J.  N.  Raspberry,  Jr.,  Junior  R.  A. 
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Leader;  Miss  Charlotte  Bruner,  Intermediate  G.  A.  Leader;  Miss  Alleen 
Desern,  Junior  G.  A.  Leader;  C.  H.  Pritchard,  Junior  R.  A.  Leader;  Mrs. 
Charles  E.  Jones  and  Mrs.  P.  H.  Barnes,  Sunbeam  Leaders. 

On  January  28, 1945,  Mrs.  Claude  Gaddy  taught  the  W.  M.  U.  Year 
Book  to  the  Executive  Board.  Miss  Katie  Murray  spoke  at  the  General 
Meeting  on  February  12.  The  Associational  Leadership  Conference  was 
held  at  Apex  Baptist  Church  on  February  1.  One  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  persons  were  present  in  ten  groups  to  study  the  Home  Mission 
Book  entitled,  Of  Me  at  Hayes  Barton.  Dr.  Townsend  taught  a  mission 
study  book  entitled,  Teaching  Others  to  be  Christian  on  February  27, 
with  59  women  attending.  The  fact  was  stressed  that  "Informed  people 
are  interested  in  the  Lord's  Business — The  crown  awaits  the  conquest — 
Lead  on,  O  God  of  Might." 

On  March  12-14  several  members  of  the  Society  attended  the  State 
W.  M.  U.  meeting  in  High  Point,  North  Carolina. 

During  1945,  all  of  the  youth  organizations  functioned  well  under  the 
leadership  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  Weaver.  The  R.  A.  group  was  re-established  and 
was  reported  to  be  doing  well. 

Mrs.  D.  R.  Jackson  attended  the  associational  meeting  and  carried 
glowing  reports  of  the  work  which  had  been  inspired  during  the  previous 
year.  Dr.  Townsend  delivered  the  associational  message  on  "Sources  of 
Strength  for  Today's  Problems." 

On  July  10,  Dr.  Frank  Lide  from  China  spoke  at  the  general  meeting. 

A  worthwhile  leadership  conference  was  held  at  Calvary  Baptist 
Church  with  nine  of  Hayes  Barton's  ladies  attending. 

There  were  twelve  Mission  Study  Classes  held  during  the  year  with 
321  ladies  attending.  There  were  seventy-five  reading  cards  awarded  and 
154  subscribers  to  Baptist  periodicals. 

Sixteen  boxes  containing  relief  items  were  sent  to  Italy.  Twenty-two 
gifts  were  sent  to  North  Carolina  Training  School  girls  in  Louisville, 
Kentucky.  The  W.  M.  U.  contributed  two  cases  of  canned  food 
amounting  to  $5.15  to  the  Victory  Food  collection. 

In  1946,  the  Church  employed  a  full-time  Educational  Director,  Miss 
Celeste  Porter,  (Now — Mrs  Frank  O.  Goodwin),  daughter  of  the  Rev. 
Paul  C.  Porter  missionary  family  in  Brazil,  South  America.  She  was  an 
inspiration  and  assisted  with  many  activities  of  the  W.  M.  U.  youth 
organizations. 

On  may  27,  1946  thirty-six  members  attended  the  class  taught  by 
Mrs.  F.  O.  Mixon — Guide  to  Communitx;  Missions.  Mrs.  L.  L.  Morgan  led 
the  study  oi  Stewardship  and  the  World  Mission  during  the  third  quarter. 
The  Society's  community  projects  included  aid  to  Carey's  Street 
Mission,  Rex  Hospital,  the  TB  Sanitorium,  the  Bickett  Home,  Woman's 
Prison,  St.  Agnes  Hospital  and  the  County  home. 

On  June  7,  a  reception  was  sponsored  by  the  W.  M.  U.  at  the  church 
for  the  returning  servicemen.

The  theme  for  the  year  1947  was,  "If  we  want  a  Christian  leadership 
for  tomorrow,  we  must  be  willing  to  give  ourselves  the  training  for 
development  of  Christian  ideals  today." 

The  general  meeting  on  February  1 1  was  led  by  Miss  Ruth  Provence, 
State  Executive  of  W.  M.  S. 

The  tragic  death  of  Dr.  Carl  M.  Townsend  due  to  a  fall  on  September 
27,  1947  left  the  church  without  a  shepherd.  Dr.  Howard  L.  Weeks 
became  the  supply  pastor  after  Dr.  Townsend's  death.  Dr.  J.  W. 
Kincheloe  came  to  the  church  as  its  fourth  pastor. 

The  W.  M.  U.  Inspirational  Leadership  Conference  was  held  in 
Durham  on  January  18,  1947,  with  several  Hayes  Barton  ladies 
attending.  At  the  142nd  Annual  Associational  Meeting  the  following 
report  was  presented:  282  members  in  the  W.  M.  S.;  12  YWA's,  16  in 
R.  A.'s;  120  Sunbeams  with  a  total  of  456  members  in  W.  M.  U.  The  theme 
for  this  meeting  was  "Christ  is  the  Answer."  It  was  brought  to  the 
attention  at  the  associational  meeting  that  church  members  sing  so  glibly, 
'Til  Go  Where  You  Want  Me  To  Go,  etc."  They  know  what  we  ought  to 
do,  but  fall  short  of  what  they  sing. 

The  Home  Mission  Class  on  February  17  was  taught  by  Mrs.  B.  Y. 
Tyner  using  the  book,  Shining  Like  the  Stars. 

YWA  Focus  Week  was  observed  February  8-15. 

On  March  11,  Mrs.  Umeloma  Sanders  from  Cuba  was  the  speaker  at 
the  general  meeting.

The  1948  theme  of  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  was  "Less  than 
our  best  is  not  good  enough."  A  program  urging  W.  M.  U.  members  to 
take  North  Carolina  for  Christ  was  presented.  Hayes  Barton's  W.  M.  S. 
had  259  members  in  12  circles:  10  YWAs;  20  G.  A.'s;  14  R.  A.'s  120 
Sunbeams  with  a  total  of  243  members  subscribed  to  Baptist  literature 
and  60  books  had  been  read  from  the  church  library. 

On  March  1-5  the  W.  M.  S.  observed  a  special  prayer  session  and  the 
program  was  focused  on  Home  Missions.  Forty-five  members  completed 
the  study  course.  Two  hundred  and  ninety-six  did  community  missions. 

The  W.  M.  U.  worked  to  achieve  the  A-1  Standard  of  Excellence. 
This  achievement  standard  had  ten  worthy  goals  of  accomplishment:  (1) 
Twelve  meetings,  annually,  (2)  Averaging  one-third  of  membership 
present  at  meetings,  (3)  Ten  percent  net  increase  in  tithers;  (4)  Regular 
reports  to  State  Offices,  (5)  Gifts  according  to  the  State  Plan,  (6)  Ten 
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percent  increase  in  membership,  (7)  Use  of  denominational  periodicals, 
(8)  Special  prayer  sessions  observed,  (9)  Two  mission  study  classes  a 
year,  (10)  Directed  community  missions  and  fostering  organizations  for 
the  young  people. 

The  State  W.  M.  U.  Convention  met  on  March  9-10,  1948,  with 
several  of  Hayes  Barton  ladies  attending.  The  southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention met  in  Memphis,  Tennessee  on  May  16-18.  The  southwide  YWA 
camp  at  Ridgecrest  was  held  on  May  17-23  with  two  Hayes  Barton  girls  in 
attendance.  On  July  19-28  two  members  of  the  Girls  Auxiliary  attended 
Seaside  Assembly.  On  July  19-26,  the  Intermediate  G.  A.  Camps  were 
held  at  Fruitland  with  three  girls  going.  On  September  12-17  the  W.  M.  U. 
Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  for  State  Missions  and  an  offering  was 
taken  on  September  19. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  for  Foreign  Missions  was  held  on  November 
29-December  3.  The  annual  banquet  for  Foreign  Missions  was  held  on 
December  13  with  Mrs.  James  Ray  as  the  speaker  with  an  offering  for 
Lottie  Moon  of  $1,561.56. 

Missionaries,  Oz  and  Mary  Quick  were  sponsored  by  Hayes  Barton 
Church  and  $1,000.00  was  pledged  for  their  support.  The  location  of  their 
mission  field  in  Formosa  had  no  running  water,  no  sewage  system,  and  no 
electricity.  The  water  used  required  boiling  for  thirty  minutes  before  it 
could  be  used.  Their  living  conditions  were  far  below  the  poverty  level. 

1949-1950  —  The  years  of  1949-1950  were  led  by  an  enthusiastic 
group  of  officers  who  planned  and  guided  the  work  of  the  Society.

The  Men's  Fellowship  was  organized  in  1949.  There  was  no  R.  A. 
organization  most  of  the  year  due  to  the  lack  of  leadership. 
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Hayes  Barton  W.  M.  U.  had  256  members  at  the  close  of  the  first 
quarter.  The  next  quarter  brought  in  18  new  members  with  14  circles:  17 
YWA's,  39  G.  A.'s  75  Sunbeams  and  a  total  of  419  in  W.  M.  U.  Two 
hundred  and  forty-nine  took  part  in  Community  Missions  and  61  read  a 
missionary  book.  There  were  57  tithers.  The  Society  collected  money  for 
black  friends  who  had  lost  their  church  by  fire.  The  W.  M.  S.  General 
Meeting  was  held  with  the  Home  Mission  emphasis  and  Mrs.  J.  Clyde 
Turner  as  the  speaker.  Her  subject  was  "Christ  is  the  Answer  in  the  city 
Streets." 

A  beautiful  set  of  carillon  bells  were  given  to  the  Church  by  an 
anonymous  donor  ($4,123.25).  Their  music  enriched  the  community  and 
the  Church  with  lovely  hymns  floating  from  the  bell  tower. 

The  annual  Mission  Study  Institute  was  held  at  First  Baptist  Church 
on  October  12  with  Mrs.  D.  R.  Jackson  presiding.  She  led  the  thinking 
with  the  theme,  "Our  strength  cometh  from  the  Lord,  then  let  us  hasten 
to  thank  him  for  the  opportunities  of  service  and  the  blessings  they  have 
afforded  us."  The  world  to  Christ  belongs,  so  may  we  strive  to  cause  his 
light  to  shine  upon  them  that  sit  in  darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death;  to 
guide  our  feet  into  the  way  of  peace.  Mrs.  R.  B.  Wilmer  and  Mrs.  W.  C. 
Fitzgerald  attended  this  institute.  Mrs.  J.  P.  Freeman  led  the  Study 
Course  using  the  book,  So  This  is  Africa  and  presented  the  film 
"Advance  in  Africa."  The  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  on  November 
28-December  3  with  the  theme:  "The  Urgency  of  World  Voices." 

The  circles  became  competitive  in  raising  money  for  the  Foreign 
Mission  Offering  in  December.  Many  interesting  things  came  out  of  this 
competition.  One  night  circle  of  working  ladies  under  the  leadership  of

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Mrs.  Harold  Turner  (Margaret)  made  fruit  cakes  for  sale  to  enlarge  their 
gift  to  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering.  Mrs.  Turner  met  this  competitive 
challenge  with  all  of  her  might  and  began  early  in  the  fall  to  bake  fruit 
cakes  at  her  home  until  the  Foreign  Mission  Banquet  was  held  and  the 
amount  of  the  Lottie  Moon  offering  was  announced.  Mrs.  Turner's  circle 
for  years  surpassed  all  the  other  circles. 

At  Christmas  the  Forum  sponsored  "The  Living  Nativity"  scene  in 
1950.  Many  of  the  ladies  of  W.  M.  U.  participated  in  it.  It  was  perhaps  the 
first  thing  of  its  kind  in  the  state. 

The  Day  Circles  changed  their  meeting  time  from  3:30  p.m.  to  10:30 
a.m.  This  change  in  schedule  made  it  better  for  mothers  who  had  children 
coming  home  from  school  in  the  afternoon. 

The  Scout  Hut  with  its  large  fireplace  was  purchased  in  1950  by  the 
church.  It  was  used  by  the  R.  A.  Group  for  their  meetings. 

A  full-time  Minister  of  Music  was  employed  in  1950.  Norman  G. 
Acker,  Jr.  served  ably  as  the  first  regular  musician.  He  assisted  with 
much  music  used  in  the  W.  M.  U.

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1951-1952  —  Mrs.  J.  W.  Cole  contributed  much  to  the  W.  M.  U. 
program  of  work  prior  to  her  election  to  the  presidency  in  1951.  She 
served  from  October,  1951  until  May  15,  1952  before  she  moved  to 
Charlotte  and  Mrs.  D.  R.  Jackson  (Bess)  assumed  the 
W.  M.  U.  leadership.  Bess  Mull  Jackson  was  truly  a  missionary  minded 
person  with  great  energy  that  made  Hayes  Barton  respond  to  the  need  of 
missions.  She  had  served  two  years  earlier  as  president  in  1943-1944. 
Officers  who  served  ably  with  Mrs.  Cole  and  Mrs.  Jackson  were:  Mrs. 
Polk  Denmark— First  Vice  President,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Kincheloe— Second  Vice 
President  and  Program  Chairman,  Mrs.  I.  O.  Brady — Treasurer,  Mrs.  G. 
B.  Harvin — Recording  Secretary,  Mrs.  D.  D.  Sanderford — Literature 
Chairman,  Mrs.  C.  L.  Jenkins — Publicity  Chairman,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Dailey — 
Community  Missions  Chairman,  Mrs.  Clarence  Jones — Mission  Study 
Chairman,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Davidson — Pianist,  Young  Peoples'  Director — 
Mrs.  Owen  Smith,  YWA  Leader — Mrs.  C.  L.  Norton,  Intermediate  G.  A. 
Leader — Mrs.  L.  F.  Bridges,  Junior  G.  A.  Leader — Mrs.  T.  B.  Longest,

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  1951,  it  was  voted  to  purchase  a 
W.  M.  U.  pin  to  present  to  the  group  each  month  that  had  the  largest 
attendance  from  the  Circles  at  the  general  meeting. 

There  were  243  members  in  the  W.  M.  S.  in  13  circles:  12  in  YWA,  33 
in  G.  A.,  12  in  R.  A.,  65  Sunbeams  and  a  total  of  365  in  W.  M.  U.  There 
were  272  members  contributing  to  the  Cooperative  Program  who  were 
also  enrolled  in  mission  study  classes.  There  were  81  tithers. 

At  the  February  meeting  a  letter  of  appreciation  from  Mr.  T.  Lacy 
Williams  was  read  and  in  it  was  a  check  for  $50.00  in  memory  of  his  wife, 
Mrs.  Ann  Williams,  to  be  used  as  the  W.  M.  U.  saw  fit.  At  the  March 
meeting,  the  committee  suggested  that  the  $50.00  be  sent  to  the  George 
W.  Truett  Home  for  Children  in  Nazareth,  Israel,  in  memory  of  Mrs.  T. 
Lacy  Williams.  A  letter  of  appreciation  was  received  in  June  from  the 
treasurer  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  Richmond  thanking  the  Society 
for  the  gift. 

In  July,  it  was  announced  that  the  new  calendar  for  the  state 
W.  M.  U.  would  run  from  October  to  October  instead  of  from  January  to 
January  each  year.  The  local  constitution  and  officers  rotation  was  made 
to  conform  to  this  change.  However,  the  circles  were  to  remain  the  same 
as  for  1951. 

Six  mission  study  clases  were  held  using  the  book.  Our  Baptist 
Heritage,  by  Dr.  J.  Clyde  Turner.  Ninety-one  members  took  the  study 
and  72  read  one  or  more  books  during  the  third  quarter.  The  Society  paid 
the  expenses  for  a  YWA  girl  to  attend  Camp  Caswell.  A  beautiful 
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Coronation  Service  was  held  in  May  and  Alyees  Vorees  was  crowned 
"Queen."  Two  others  were  honored  for  their  work  in  the  G.  A.  Forward 
Steps. 

At  a  regular  meeting  in  September,  it  was  voted  to  add  the  office  of 
historian  to  the  slate  of  officers  and  Mrs.  Gertrude  Newman  was  elected 
to  serve  the  Society.*  Mrs.  D.  R.  Jackson,  Hayes  Barton  W.  M.  U. 
president  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Raleigh  Associa- 
tion. In  cooperation  with  the  Raleigh  Federation  of  Church  Women, 
Hayes  Barton  took  part  in  the  World  Day  of  Prayer  in  November.  They 


Miss  Annie  Armstrong — For  whom  the  Home  Mission 
Offering  was  named.  She  was  the  first  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  1 888-1 906 
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organized  a  Hospital  Service  Guild  for  St.  Agnes  Hospital. 

There  were  391  members  in  the  W.  M.  U.  in  1952.  The  study  course 
was  attended  by  265,  of  which  93  were  tithers.  There  were  302  members 
contributing  to  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  W.  M.  S.  and  Sunbeams 
were  awarded  the  A-1  rating  for  the  second  consecutive  year  on  the 
Standard  of  Excellence.  There  were  4  mission  study  classes  held  with  169 
attending  the  courses.  Ninety-one  members  read  approved  mission 
books.  Two  hundred  and  one  engaged  in  Community  Missions,  which 
consisted  of  work  at  the  Good  Will  Center  and  kindnesses  shown  to  the

reported  efforts  at  soul- winning.  Thirteen  circles  contributed  $67.00  and 
linens  to  the  Baptist  Hospital.  The  American  Bible  Society  was  given 
$25.00 

Conferences  and  camps  were  held  during  1951  with  some  representa- 
tives from  Hayes  Barton  attending.  These  included  W.  M.  U.  Leadership 
Conference  in  January;  YWA  Focus  Week  in  February  4-10;  State  W.  M.  U. 
Convention  at  First  Baptist  Church  in  Charlotte;  Simultaneous  Evangel- 
istic Meetings — March  25-April  8;  G .  A.  Focus  Week — May  6-12;  Annual 
Meeting  of  W.  M.  U.  in  San  Francisco;  YWA  Camp  at  Ridgecrest  on  July 
5-11;  Junior  R.  A.  Camp  at  Camp  Caswell  on  July  9-14;  Junior  G.  A. 
Camp  at  Fruitland  on  July  9-16;  Intermediate  G.  A.;  W.  M.  U.  Camp  at 
Camp  Caswell  on  July  23-27;  Sunbeam  Focus  Week  on  July  6-11;  W.  M.  U. 
Conference  at  Ridgecrest  on  August  9-16;  State  W.  M.  U.  Executive 
Council  Meeting  on  November  1-2;  and  R.  A.  Focus  Week  on  November 
4-10. 

The  Mission  Study  books  taught  in  1952  were:  Every  Christian's  Job 
and  Scattered  Abroad  by  Dr.  Ralph  McLean  from  the  Religion  Depart- 
ment at  Meredith  College. 

At  the  last  quarterly  church  business  meeting  the  retiring  president, 
Mrs.  D.  R.  Jackson  was  given  a  standing  ovation  for  her  fine  work  and 
reports.

To  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Hayes  Barton  Baptist  Church: 
At  the  September  1963  meeting  of  the  W.  M.  S.,  I  was  asked  to 
succeed  Mrs.  M.  B.  Birdseye,  who  according  to  the  foregoing  pages,  has 
written  the  history  of  the  W.  M.  U.  from  January  1928  to  August  1944. 1 
have  been  unable  to  locate  any  records  of  minutes  of  our  work  between 
the  years,  1944  and  1951.  This  accounts  for  the  lack  of  any  reports  or 
history  of  the  Society  during  these  years.  However,  beginning  with  the 
year,  1951, 1  have  recorded  the  most  important  events  and  happenings, 
as  well  as  financial  and  statistical  reports  of  Hayes  Barton  W.  M.  U. 

Gertrude  M.  Newman,  Historian. 
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1952-1954  —  The  challenge  for  the  year  was  "Not  by  might  nor  by 
power,  but  by  my  spirit,"  and  the  watchword  was  "Declare  His  Glory 
Among  all  People." 

The  slate  of  offices  for  the  biennium  was  composed  of:  Mrs.  L.  Polk 
Denmark,  President;  Mrs.  Creston  Holoman,  Publicity  Chairman;  Mrs.  I. 
O.  Brady,  Treasurer;  Mrs.  Clarence  S.  Jones,  Secretary;  Mrs.  James  W. 
Ray,  Young  Peoples'  Leader;  Mrs.  O.  F.  Smith  and  Mrs.  Enid  Kass, 
Counselors;  Miss  Ernestine  Nance,  Intermediate  G.  A.  Counselor;  Mrs. 
Sherwood  Jones,  Sunbeam  II  Counselor;  Mrs.  G.  Norman  Acker,  G.  A. 
Leader.  Circle  Chairmen:  Mrs.  H.  P.  Williams,  Mrs.  D.  R.  Jackson,  Mrs. 
C.  L.  Jenkins,  Mrs.  G.  G.  Wall,  Mrs.  O.  C.  Pennington,  Mrs.  R.  F.  Harris, 
Mrs.  R.  H.  Briton,  Mrs.  Bennett  Straughn,  Mrs.  Henry  D.  Day,  Mrs.

Space  limitations  in  the  church  made  it  necessary  to  build  an 
educational  buidling.  It  was  constructed  of  buff  antique  brick  and  was 
completed  on  June  28, 1953  at  a  cost  of  $195,944. 10.  Owen  Smith  was  the 
architect  and  John  Danielson  was  the  builder. 

January  17-22  was  WMU  Focus  Week  and  February  14-20  was 
YWA  Focus  Week.  Mrs.  Gordan  Maddrey,  State  WMU  President  spoke 
at  the  General  Meeting  on  February  10.  Mrs.  James  Ringold  taught  the 
YWA  study.  Adventuring  with  God.  March  1-5  was  the  WMU  Week  of 
Prayer  for  Annie  Armstrong  offering  for  Home  Missions.  On  March  9-15 
was  G.  A.  Focus  Week.  June  2-6  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was 
held  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri  with  Hayes  Barton  delegates  attending. 
August  5-11  was  WMU  session  at  Ridgecrest.  The  Sunbeam  Focus  Week 
was  observed  on  August  5-11.  The  Rev.  Oz  Quick  spoke  on  August  11  to 
the  General  Meeting  at  8:00  o'clock.  The  WMU  Season  of  Prayer  and 
offering  for  State  Missions  was  observed  during  the  week  of  September 
12-17.  On  October  28  and  29,  the  Annual  Raleigh  Association  met  at 
Rolesville  Baptist  Church  with  several  of  Hayes  Barton's  members 
attending.  On  November  9-11  the  Baptist  State  Convention  met  in 
Charlotte,  N.C.  Beautiful  (not  ugly)  Americans,  based  on  a  study  of 
Philippines  by  Howard  D.  Olive,  was  the  study  book  for  Foreign 
Missions.  The  Annual  ( 1953)  Associational  Meeting  convened  at  Knight- 
dale  Baptist  Church.  The  International  Inter-racial  Institute  met  at  Shaw 
University.  Mrs.  Gordan  Maddrey,  President  of  the  State  Baptist 
Convention  WMU,  presented  the  message.  Her  thought  was.  Is  America 
Beautiful? 

In  1954  there  were  15  circles  functioning  in  WMS  with  291  members 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  285  members  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
There  were  eighteen  members  in  the  YWA  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
and  14  at  the  end  of  the  year;  sixty-five  G.A.'s;  (there  were  no  R.A.'s 
because  of  the  lack  of  leadership);  eighty-two  Sunbeams  for  the  entire 
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year  with  a  total  enrollment  of  456  in  January  and  446  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  There  were  76  tithers. 

In  February  the  focus  was  on  "The  Telling  Church  is  a  Thriving 
Church." 

The  Federation  of  Business  Woman's  Circles  met  four  times  during 
the  year  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Bruce  Carter. 

Hayes  Barton  did  not  boast,  but  gave  praise  for  the  Society's 
achievements.  The  Society  had  one-half  of  its  members  subscribing  to 
the  Rox^al  Service;  seventy-one  read  mission  books;  two  mission  study 
classes  were  held  for  Night  Business  Women's  groups  and  one  for 
daytime  groups.  There  were  124  enrolled  in  these  three-hour  classes;  the 
study  groups  reviewed  the  book,  In  Evangeline's  Country,  taught  by  Mrs. 
James  Ringgold.  The  Home  Missions  Offering  amouted  to  $973.74 
compared  to  $872.53  last  year.  There  were  130  subscribers  to  the  WMU 
magazines.  The  April  meeting  speaker  was  Mrs.  McGhee,  a  returned 
missionary  from  Nigeria.  The  May  meeting  featured  Mrs.  J.  S.  Bullard, 
Associational  Community  Missions  chairman.  She  reviewed  the  book 
The  Guide  to  Community  Missions. 

The  Associational  message  was  presented  by  the  moderator, 
Looking  Forward  to  Our  Challenge.  In  her  report,  Mrs.  L.  L.  Carpenter 
said,  "Our  Failures  in  Missions  are  our  own  Fault." 

The  Rev.  Eph  Whitsnant  of  Clayton  was  the  guest  speaker  for  the 
July  Meeting.  The  Rev.  Oz  Quick,  Hayes  Barton's  missionary  to  China, 
spoke  of  his  work  at  the  August  meeting. 

Missions  on  the  home  front  was  observed  by  the  members  of  the 
WMU  by  inviting  a  foreign  student  for  dinner  to  their  homes.  Several 
members  adopted  a  student  as  a  guest  with  their  family  on  a  regular  basis. 
Many  things  of  interest  were  exchanged  on  religious  ideas  and  customs 
by  those  who  participated  in  this  program. 

The  community  missions  projects  were  the  same  as  the  ones 
fostered  in  1953.  The  Home  Missions  effort  included  work  in  evangelism 
among  the  Chinese,  French,  Italians,  Japanese,  and  Spanish  speaking 
people.  They  adopted  for  theme,  "The  Fields  are  White  for  the  Harvest, 
but  the  Laborers  are  too  few  and  the  harvest  will  not  wait." 

Mrs.  Hipps,  returned  missionary  from  Brazil,  presented  the  message 
for  the  May  Meeting. 

On  June  17, 1954,  Miss  Kathleen  Mallory  spoke  on  "Passed  through 
Glory's  Morning  Gate  to  Walk  in  Paradise."  Her  zeal  for  missions  fired 
others  to  extend  the  gospel  of  Christ  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  She  came 
into  leadership  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  1912.  Her  influence  can 
never  be  measured  by  statistical  tables  of  accomplishments.  She  traveled 
and  spoke  over  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  South  America  at 
her  own  expense  leading  mission  study  classes  and  returned  to  the  home 
base  each  time  with  more  concern  for  the  unsaved  everywhere.  Under 
her  administration.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  became  the  important 
auxiliary — the  vital  missionary  ally  to  the  denomination  that  it  is  today.

Her  influence  was  felt  by  the  WMU  in  small  and  large  churches — yes,  by 
Hayes  Barton. 

Dr.  Bela  Fogarassy  of  the  State  Hospital,  spoke  at  the  July  meeting. 
He  reviewed  the  book,  Let's  Listen. 

In  October,  Miss  Emma  Carr  Bivens  of  the  Wake  Chapter  of  the 
American  Cancer  Society  told  of  her  work. 

The  Home  Mission  study  was  taught  by  Dr.  Hipps.  She  showed 
slides  of  Southern  Baptist  work  in  Brazil. 

The  Annual  Christmas  Banquet  with  190  people  attending  was  held 
on  November  29.  The  special  emphasis  was  made  for  Baptist  people  to 
send  their  children  to  Baptist  colleges. 

No  one  can  read  the  reports  of  what  the  WMU  had  done  without 
breathing  a  prayer  of  thanksgiving  for  the  privilege  of  having  had  some 
little  part  in  such  a  great  achievement.

The  WMU  Week  at  Ridgecrest,  August  6-12  was  a  special  time  for 
learning  what  Baptist  Women  were  supposed  to  be  doing  with  lots  of 
fellowship  and  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  the  mountain  beauty.  Mrs.  C.  L. 
Jenkins,  prayer  chairman,  organized  an  intercessory  prayer  group  for 
the  Society.  Rox^al  Service  was  chosen  for  the  basis  of  WMU  program 
material  by  the  annual  convention  in  1914.  Prior  to  that  Our  Mission 
Fields,  a  quarterly,  was  the  periodical  used  for  program  material.  Before 
that.  Missionary  Leaflets  were  sent  out  since  the  WMS  was  organized  in 
1888. 

Hayes  Barton  had  twenty  queens,  most  of  them  of  advanced  rank  in 
an  impressive  Coronation  Service,  Sunday  night.  May  17, 1959.  Mrs.  J.  P. 
Ligon  presided.  Mrs.  C.  W.  Bazemore  and  Mrs.  Fred  Stone,  counselors, 
had  worked  with  15  intermediates  who  attained  the  rank  of  Queen  or 
higher.  Mrs.  G.  K.  Browning,  Mrs.  K.  W.  Eubanks  and  Mrs.  Walter  E. 
Nance,  counselors,  worked  with  the  Junior  queens  who  were  crowned  at 
the  service:  Nancy  Tillman,  Carolyn  Smith  and  Carolyn  Cherry.  Queens 
with  Scepter  with  their  crown  bearers,  were  Charlotte  Flint,  Doug 
Murray,  and  Mary  Lynn  Griffin.  Queen  Regents  were  Carolyn  Tyner  and 
Marianne  Wilson  with  crown  bearers  Jerry  Freeman  and  Elsie  Thornhill. 
Queen  Regent  in  Service  wasBernice  Bazemore  with  crown  bearer  Mary 
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Norton,  and  Sara  Barbee,  Queen  Regent,  with  crown  bearer  Dan  Brady. 
Ginger  Brown  and  Bobbie  Jean  Lewis  were  Queens  Regent,  with  crown 
bearers  Gene  Jewell  and  Sue  Wheeler.  Shirley  Hepler  and  Diane 
Strickland  were  Queens  with  Scepter,  with  Linda  Stokes  and  Linda

missionary  appointee  to  Nigeria.  She  expected  to  leave  in  June  and 
return  to  her  work.  She  asked  the  prayers  of  the  Society.

Miss  Virginia  Miles,  returned 
missionary  from  Indonesia,  was  the  speaker  for  the  General  Meeting  on 
June  14,  in  the  chapel.  The  study  for  June  was  on  "Who  are  the  Jews."

Mr.  John  Danielson  was  the  builder  of  the  Hayes  Barton  Baptist 
Church.  He  was  careful  and  precise  with  its  construction.  He  did  not 
permit  anyone  to  see  the  inside  of  the  sanctuary  while  the  work  was  in 
progress.  He  wanted  the  beautiful  edifice  to  be  a  surprise  when  it  was 
complete.  One  afternoon  Hannah,  his  wife,  and  Mrs.  Harrington,  loyal 
WMU  members  who  were  close  friends,  decided  to  go  inside  to  see  the 
progress  of  the  work  and  slipped  into  the  sanctuary.  He  discovered  that 
they  were  in  the  building  and  locked  them  up,  to  their  surprise.  He  later 
let  them  out.  They  were  quite  upset  by  their  imprisonment.  He  had  been 
known  to  play  tricks  on  people  whom  he  knew  well.

The  Junior  and  Intermediate  Girls'  Auxiliaries  and  WMS  were 
recognized  by  the  State  WMU  as  "Advanced  Organizations." 

In  1961  there  were  284  WMS  members;  14  YWA's;  36  GA's;  70 
Sunbeams;  making  a  total  of  404  in  the  WMU.  There  were  105 
subscribing  to  the  Ro\^al  Service.  The  By-laws  were  revised  and  adopted. 
A  copy  of  these  are  included  in  this  history.  (See  Appendix) 

The  time  of  meeting  for  the  Junior  and  Intermediate  G.A.'s  was 
changed  in  the  first  quarter  from  Sunday  Morning  at  11:00  o'clock  to 
Wednesday  at  5:00  p.m.  preceding  the  monthly  Sunday  School  and  the 
Training  Union  Workers  Council.  The  change  was  felt  to  be  a  benefit  to 
the  girls  and  their  leaders  so  that  they  could  attend  the  preaching  service. 
A  beautiful  White  Bible  Ceremony  was  held  by  the  YWA's  in  the  chapel 
on  February  5,  honoring  Sandra  Strickland,  who  was  married  that 
month. 

In  1962  the  theme  was  "International  Understanding"  and  special 
programs  were  presented  concerning  the  Foreign  Mission  work  in  the 
Near  East,  Africa  and  the  Orient. 

The  program  for  the  January  meeting  was  given  by  Mrs.  Roger 
Crook.  Her  subject  was  "Community  Missions  pertaining  to  the  30,000 
Movement  Jubilee  Advance."  The  Home  Mission  study.  Glimpses  of 
Gloria  was  taught  to  the  circles  by  Mrs.  A.  C.  Hall,  Sr. 

At  the  February  General  Meeting  the  certificate  was  awarded  to 
Hayes  Barton  designating  it  as  an  Advanced  Organization.  This  included 
the  G.A.'s  and  YWA's  also. 

The  January  General  Meeting  was  held  in  the  newly  renovated 
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chapel  with  Mrs.  Margaret  Melton  as  the  speaker.  She  had  been  an 
alcoholic  and  gave  a  touching  story  of  her  life.  The  Home  Mission  study 
was  taught  by  Mrs.  M.  Ray  McKay,  wife  of  the  interim  pastor.  She  taught 
the  book  The  Chains  are  Strong. 

The  program  at  the  May  Meeting  was  devoted  entirely  to  the 
preparation  for  the  commemoration  of  the  75  Anniversary  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Society.  An  informative  program  was  given  by:  Mrs.  R. 
Wade  Brady,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Franklin,  Mrs.  J.  V.  Woodard,  Mrs.  K.  W. 
Eubanks,  Mrs.  James  L.  Durham,  Mrs.  O.  C.  Pennington,  Mrs.  H.  P. 
Williams  and  Mrs.  Marjorie  Ligon.  They  dressed  in  costumes  of  by-gone 
days  and  told  of  the  beginnings  of  WMU  work  from  1888  until  today.  A 
coffee  hour  followed  the  program.  Yellow  and  lavender  flowers  and  silver 
candelabra  with  a  three-tiered  cake  decorated  in  white  and  lavender  with 
a  sparkling  diamond-like  "75"  on  top  and  a  gold  "50"  on  one  side, 
signifying  the  anniversaries  of  WMU  and  Girl's  Auxiliary. 

Sarah  Harris,  Martha  Bruce  Hughes  and  Jo  Anne  Porter  represent- 
ed Hayes  Barton  at  the  Annual  Queen's  Court,  which  was  held  on  June 
27. 

Three  young  girls,  Sarah  Harris,  Jennie  Harris,  and  Dida  Turner 
attended  Camp  Crestridge  at  Ridgecrest  during  August  10-16.  Several 
WMS  leaders  enjoyed  the  Florida  Cottage  during  WMU  Week  at 
Ridgecrest. 

On  September  5,  1962  a  tragic  fire  destroyed  the  church  building, 
which  was  built  in  1928.  The  new  educational  building  was  damaged  by 
smoke  and  water,  and  required  much  time  and  expense  to  repair.  The 
WMU  was  saddened  by  this  unfortunate  event,  but  all  members  "put 
their  shoulders  to  the  wheel"  to  replace  and  actually  improve  the  facilities 
for  the  services  of  the  Lord. 

On  October  1,  the  women  of  the  WMU  held  two  prayer  services 
commemorating  the  75th  year  of  its  organization. 

The  Mission  Study  classes  were  held  in  October  with  Mrs.  George 
Sadler  teaching  the  morning  groups  and  the  Rev.  John  Ashley,  Jr.,  the 
Church  Educational  Director,  teaching  the  evening  groups.  Both  of  these 
were  well  attended. 

In  October,  1962,  Dr.  John  W.  Kincheloe,  Jr.  left  Hayes  Barton  to 
accept  a  call  in  Virginia. 

The  Royal  Ambassador  Focus  Week  was  held  November  4-11.  The 
Royal  Ambassador  pledge  states,  "As  a  Royal  Ambassador  I  will  do  my 
best:  to  become  a  well-informed,  responsible  follower  of  Christ;  to  have  a 
Christlike  concern  for  all  people;  to  learn  how  the  message  of  Christ  is 
carried  around  the  world;  to  work  with  others  in  sharing  Christ;  and  to 
keep  myself  clean  and  healthy  in  mind  and  body." 

The  Rev.  Oz  J.  Quick,  and  his  wife  Mary,  who  were  missionaries 
were  supported  in  part  by  Hayes  Barton  Church  and  partly  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  C.  R.  Boone  were  on  furlough  and  visited  the  church  during  this 
year. 
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Fifty  dollars  was  given  by  the  family  of  the  late  Mrs.  Reid  Martin  in 
her  memory.  The  money  was  in  turn  given  to  the  Goodwill  Center.  Mr. 
Martin  also  gave  $50.00  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Maggie  Harrington  and  Mrs. 
Flora  Boone.  This  was  given  to  the  Goodwill  Center. 

Hayes  Barton  lost  by  death  one  of  its  most  faithful  members,  Mrs.  D. 
R.  Jackson  on  November  15.  A  beautiful  eulogy  was  written  in  her  honor 
by  the  WMS  recalling  her  untiring  efforts  in  WMU  and  director  of  Baptist 
Training  Union.  Her  influence  was  great  and  immeasurable. 

A  gift  of  a  silver  bowl  was  presented  to  Mrs.  John  Kincheloe  as  a 
token  of  love  and  appreciation  for  her  work  during  the  14  years  of  her 
membership  in  the  Society. 

In  1962  the  WMS  had  277  members:  4  YWA's;  12  Intermediate 
G.A.'s;  24  Junior  G.A.'s;  27  Primary  Sunbeams;  19  Beginner  Sunbeams; 
with  a  total  of  363  members  in  WMU. 

Mission  Study  classes  were  held  in  the  WMS  and  the  youth 
organizations  prior  to  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  Home  Missions  which  was 
observed  on  March  6-10.  The  WMU  sponsored  an  International  Friend- 
ship Day  with  the  ladies  of  the  church  inviting  foreign  students  at  State 
College  to  worship  with  them  and  then  home  with  them  to  dinner  on  the 
last  Sunday  in  February.  This  was  a  very  meaningful  occasion. 

A  beautiful  Coronation  Service  on  Sunday,  September  10  was  held 
at  8:00  p.m.  The  G.  A.'s  had  Mrs.  Sherwood  Jones  as  their  presiding 
officer.

During  the  years  of  1963-1967  the  activities  of  the  church  were  held 
anywhere  a  place  could  be  found  that  could  accommodate  them  while  the 
church  was  without  a  building. 

On  January  26, 1964,  Dr.  T.  L.  Cashwell  came  from  Albemarle,  N.C. 
to  be  Hayes  Barton's  pastor.  Helen,  his  wife,  Tommy  and  Susan  joined 
the  church  on  that  Sunday.  At  this  time  the  church  met  at  Myrtle 
Underwood  School  for  its  worship  services. 

On  July  5, 1965,  the  Sunday  morning  worship  service  was  moved  to 
the  Colony  Theatre  because  of  the  hot  weather. 

Mrs.  Woodard,  the  new  President,  presided  at  all  meetings.  At  the 
first  meeting  in  October  she  stressed  "Worship"  as  the  theme  for  the 
year.  A  Mission  Study  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  J.  S.  Weatherspoon.  She 
taught  the  book,  Frontiers  of  Advance  by  Dr.  Luther  Copeland,  formerly 
a  missionary  to  Japan.  In  closing  the  study  she  said,  "There  is  only  one 
mission  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We  are  involved  in  it  if  we  are 
Christians." 

Mrs.  Luther  Copeland  was  the  guest  speaker  at  the  Annual 
Christmas  dinner  held  December  8  at  the  YMCA. 

Dr.  J.  Park  from  Korea,  Professor  of  Physics  at  State  College  was 
the  guest  speaker  at  the  November  General  Meeting.  He  told  that  one  of 
the  most  important  needs  in  the  mission  field  was  for  missionaries  who 
can  train  the  nationals  to  take  over  Christian  work. 

Dr.  T.  L.  Cashwell,  the  pastor,  explained  that  special  offerings  have 
been  included  in  the  church  budget  but  that  the  members'  church  pledge 
may  be  divided  and  given  any  way  the  individual  sees  fit. 

The  speakers  at  the  January  meeting  were  Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  M. 
McElrath,  who  were  enroute  to  Indonesia  as  missionaries.  Mrs.  McElrath 
spoke  of  her  earlier  life  in  Raleigh  as  a  member  of  Hayes  Barton  Baptist 
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Oswald  J.  and  Mar\>  Quick  were  the  first  missionaries  supported  by 
Hayes  Barton  Baptist  Church.  They  served  in  Formosa  and  China  from 
April  10,  1940  until  they  retired  on  September  1,  1982. 


Church.  The  Rev.  McElrath  showed  slides  of  their  work  in  Indonesia 
and  requested  the  prayers  of  the  Society  as  they  went  to  their  mission 
field. 

At  the  February  meeting  a  Home  Mission  Study  of  the  book,  Winds 
of  Change  was  led  by  Mrs.  Allen  Echel  of  Henderson.

$1,000.00  would  be  needed  over  a  three-year  period.  She  said  that  the  girl 
was  very  worthy  and  any  contribution  for  her  would  be  accepted. 

The  Rev.  Waymon  Pritchard,  Director  of  the  Raleigh  Rescue 
Mission  was  speaker  at  a  Home  Mission  session.  He  showed  slides  on  the 
work  in  Haiti  and  Jamaica,  where  he  had  recently  visited.  He  had  been 
given  a  trip  as  a  Christmas  gift  from  his  Board. 

At  the  May  meeting  Mrs.  Woodard  told  that  the  Executive  Board 
had  recommended  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  North  Carolina  Representa- 
tives in  Washington,  D.C.  endorsing  the  Annual  Session  in  March  in 
Greensboro  of  their  deep  concern  over  the  problems  of  unsavory  and 
vulgar  movies  and  reading  matter  that  were  presented  to  the  public  at  this 
time.  Also  the  Board  recommended  a  letter  to  be  sent  to  the  State 
Representatives  protesting  the  plans  for  a  distillery  in  North  Carolina. 
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At  the  June  meeting  Mrs.  Mamie  Humphrey  presided  in  the  absence 
of  the  President.  She  announced  that  a  motion  had  been  made  and 
passed  at  the  Board  meeting  that  Article  8,  Section  3  of  the  By-laws  be 
changed  to  read,  "The  Board  will  meet  monthly  with  the  exception  of 
December,  June  and  July."  Mrs.  W.  C.  Adkinson  of  Garner  was  the 
guest  speaker.  Mrs.  Atkinson  was  G.  A.  Camp  Director  for  the 
Association  and  extended  an  invitation  to  the  girls  of  Hayes  Barton  to 
attend  the  G.  A.  Camps  during  the  summer. 

Mrs.  Elmore  Earp  was  the  guest  speaker  at  the  July  meeting,  talking 
on  the  needs  of  Africa. 

At  the  August  meeting  Mrs.  Lillian  Jones,  Chairman  of  the 
Nominating  Committee,  presented  the  following  names  for  officers  for 
the  next  two  years:  Secretary,  Mrs.  N.  L.  Deaton;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  L  O.

The  fundamentals  of  WMU  include:  prayer,  study,  community 
missions  and  stewardship. 

The  WMU  Week  of  Prayer  was  held  November  28-December  4.  The 
World  Missions  Banquet  was  held  on  Tuesday,  December  1,  1970.  The 
speaker  was  the  Rev.  Alton  Hood,  a  devoted  Christian  doctor,  who 
shared  some  of  his  insights  into  the  needs  of  world  missions.  At  the 
banquet  a  gift  came  from  Mrs.  C.  G.  Averswald  of  Springfield,  Illinois.  It 
was  a  special  memorial  honoring  her  father,  H.  V.  Scarborough,  to  add  to 
the  Lottie  Moon  offering,  a  cause  which  was  so  dear  to  his  heart. 

The  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  Home  Missions  was  held 
on  March  1-8, 1971,  and  was  begun  with  a  sermon  by  Dr.  Cashwell  on  the 
subject,  "Creative  Missions  Inside  America."  On  Tuesday,  the  film,  "Cry 
of  Need,"  was  shown  in  the  chapel.  On  March  4,  Wednesday  at  7:00  p.m., 
the  Mid-week  Prayer  Service  was  held  with  Mrs.  Monty  Hicks,  Jr. 
speaking  on  the  work  of  the  Goodwill  Center. 

When  the  Wiggs  family  returned  to  Korea  from  their  furlough  in 
Hayes  Barton's  missionary  home,  the  members  of  the  church  were 
invited  to  contribute  to  a  scholarship  fund  for  medical  students  in  the 
Baptist  Hospital  in  Pusan  where  the  Rev.  Wiggs  had  served  as  administra- 
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tor.  Later  Mrs.  Wiggs  wrote  that  they  had  added  seven  nurses  and  two 
young  men  to  the  medical  school  on  hospital  scholarships.  The  Wiggs 
family  expressed  thanks  to  each  individual  who  gave  to  make  the 
scholarship  program  a  success. 

In  the  year  1971  the  women  were  challenged  with  the  varied  types  of 
mission  activities  in  their  group  work.  Seventy  were  involved  daily  in 
ministries  to  internationals,  juvenile  delinquents,  aged  and  sick,  teaching 
adult  non-readers,  fellowship  with  newcomers  and  unaffiliated,  work  with 
the  economically  disadvantaged  and  mentally  retarded.  Other  members 
were  inspired  by  the  two  Bible  Study  groups,  with  the  reading  of  mission 
books  and  with  current  mission  activities.  Hayes  Barton's  mission  vision 
was  enlarged  and  began  expanding  with  these  ministries  throughout  the 
total  church  program. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  for  Home  Missions  was  held  on  March  7-14  with 
Mrs.  Helen  Fling,  WMU  Director,  teaching  the  Home  Mission  Book.  The 
theme  was  "Sharing  with  One  or  One  Thousand."  Mrs.  Richard 
Schleicher  spoke  on  Monday  of  that  week.  On  Tuesday,  the  Day  Baptist 
Women's  General  Meeting  featured  Dr.  Roy  Hood,  Director  of  Christian 
Social  Ministries,  from  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association.  Wednesday 
evening  meeting  was  sponsored  by  the  Night  Baptist  Women  which 
followed  the  Family  Night  dinner.  The  church  group  had  the  pleasure  of 
hearing  Mr.  John  Weigle,  Youth  Director,  St.  Mark's  Methodist  Church, 
Raleigh.  The  following  Thursday  each  member  was  enjoined  to  pray 
wherever  they  were  at  noon  for  Home  Missions.  The  climax  of  the  week's 
emphasis  came  from  the  pulpit  with  Dr.  Fred  Moseley,  Assistant 
Executive  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the 


Charles  W.  and  Bonnie  Wiggs,  missionaries  toPusan,  Korea.  He  was  an 
administrator  of  the  Walton  Memorial  Hospital  and  she  was  a  Church 
and  Home  missionar\^.  They  lived  in  the  Hayes  Barton  missionary  home 
in  1970-71. 
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Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Atlanta,  giving  the  message. 

The  Rev.  William  McElrath,  missionary  to  Indonesia,  spoke  at  the 
ll:00o'clock  worship  hour  on  Aprils,  1971.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  McElrath  and 
their  two  sons — Jamie  and  Tim  were  soon  to  return  to  their  missionary 
base.  As  they  were  leaving,  Hayes  Barton  wished  them  God's  blessings 
in  their  work. 

The  month  of  May  was  known  as  "Enlistment  Month."  Opportunity 
was  given  through  the  group  leaders  for  the  members  to  exercise 
freedom  of  choice.  They  could  locate  in  a  new  group  if  they  desired, 
beginning  with  the  first  of  October.  However,  they  were  encouraged  to 
remain  in  their  group  or  form  a  new  group  which  was  of  their  special 
interest. 

The  missionary  purpose  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  had  re- 
mained constant  since  its  beginning.  Concepts  of  mission  study,  prayer, 
giving  and  service  had  not  changed.  Only  the  methods  used  to  enlarge 
the  out-reach  became  different  as  the  WMU  moved  into  the  seventy's 
and  changes  of  WMU  organizations  adjusted  to  the  new  group-grading 
plan  for  Southern  Baptist  churches.  The  format  became  the  way  of 
operation.  Adults  who  were  formerly  members  of  Woman's  Mission 
Society  became  known  as  Baptist  Women;  the  young  ladies  in  YWA 
became  Baptist  Young  Women,  ages  18-29;  girls  who  were  in  Intermedi- 
ate G.A.'s  became  known  as  Acteens,  ages  12-17;  girls  who  were 
formerly  known  as  Junior  G.A.'s  and  Primary  Sunbeams  were  now 
known  as  Girls-in-Action,  ages  6-11;  and  preschool  members  who  were 
formerly  known  as  Nursery  and  Beginner  Sunbeams  became  Mission 
Friends  which  included  from  birth  through  preschool  age. 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  in  Raleigh  met  with  Hayes  Barton  as 
the  host  church.  The  Church  Leadership  Conference  on  Friday,  April  24, 
1971,  met  at  Hayes  Barton  with  Dr.  Harold  Bennett  from  Florida,  who 
brought  the  closing  inspirational  message. 

Dr.  George  Brice  and  his  wife,  Judy,  children — Joy,  Gay,  Randy  and 
Gary  from  Recife,  Brazil,  lived  at  the  Hayes  Barton  missionary  home  in 
1969-1970. 

The  WMU  periodicals  used  for  program  material  beginning  in  1970 
were:  Dimension,  a  quarterly  magazine  used  by  WMU  officers:  Ro\^al 
Service,  a  monthly  magazine  furnishing  material  for  Baptist  Women's 
programs;  Contempo,  a  monthly  magazine  for  Baptist  Young  Women; 
Accent,  a  monthly  periodical  for  Acteens;  Aware,  a  quarterly  magazine 
for  the  leadership  of  Girls-in-Action;  Discover\^,  a  monthly  magazine  for 
leaders  of  Mission  Friends;  Start,  a  quarterly  magazine  for  leaders  of 
Mission  Friends.  Prior  to  October  1,  1970,  the  literature  available  for 
program  resource  material  was  Ro\^ol  Service  for  program  material  for 
WMS;  The  Window  for  the  Grace  McBride  YWA  program  material;  Tell 
for  Acteens  and  Girls-in-Action;  R.A.'s  used  Ambassador  Life  and  the 
Sunbeams  used  Sunbeam  Activities.

The  missionaries  who  lived  in  the  missionary  home  ( 197 1- 1972)  were 
Dr.  Thomas  High,  his  wife,  Katherine,  and  children — Thomas,  Jr., 
Stephen,  Katherine,  David  John,  Timothy  and  James  Richard  from 
Nigeria. 

A  thrilling  thought  on  Foreign  Mission  expansion — Foreign  mission- 
aries entered  26  countries  and  territories  between  1960  and  1969.  It  was 
truly  "A  Decade  of  Mission  Advance." 

Several  of  Hayes  Barton's  ladies  of  the  WMU  attended  the  Baptist 
Women's  World  Day  of  Prayer  which  was  held  at  Forest  Hills  Church. 

On  November  6,  Hayes  Barton  Church  hosted  the  Associational 
WMU  meeting.  The  speaker  was  Mrs.  Pat  Wickham,  Associational 
WMU  Director. 

"New  Drums  Over  Africa,"  was  the  theme  of  the  churchwide 
missionary  study  on  November  7,  1970.  The  Annual  Foreign  Missions 
Banquet  was  held  on  November  10.  The  speaker  for  this  occasion  was 
the  Rev.  Sam  Jones,  missionary  to  Vietnam. 

The  program  material  for  January,  1971  was  based  on  "A  Regional 
Approach  to  Navajo  Missions"  by  Jack  Comer  and  "Baptist  Cooperation 
on  the  Cherokee  Indian  Reservation"  by  Phyllis  Ragan.  The  January  Gen- 
eral Meeting  of  the  Day  Baptist  Women  was  held  in  the  Fellowship  Hall. 
They  heard  the  State  Director  of  City  and  Metropolitan  missions  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Rev.  Ernest  C.  Upchurch,  on  the  second 
Tuesday.  On  January  12,  the  Night  WMU  General  Meeting  had  as  their 
speaker,  Barbara  Hansen,  matron  and  nurse  at  the  Juvenile  Detention 
Home. 


Thomas  O.  and  Katherine  High  were  missionaries  to  Ogbomosho, 
Nigeria.  He  was  a  Theology  Teacher  in  the  Seminary,  and  she  was  a 
Church  and  Home  missionary .  They  lived  in  the  Hayes  Barton  missionary 
home  in  1971-72. 
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Home  Missions  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  on  March  5-12, 1971, 
and  focused  on  "Translating  Money  into  Missions,"  with  the  theme 
"Expecting  from  God. ..Attempting  for  God."  On  Wednesday  of  that 
week  and  following  Family  Night  dinner,  the  Rev.  Waymon  Prichard, 
Director  of  the  Raleigh  Rescue  Mission,  spoke. 

A  Mission  Action  Group  of  the  WMU  entertained  at  an  Open  House 
on  Sunday  afternoon  in  May,  1971  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  J.  E.  Kennedy  on 
St.  Mary's  Street  for  the  International  Friends  whom  they  had  met  during 
the  past  year.  There  were  twenty-two  guests  from  eight  different 
countries — Sierra  Leone,  Korea,  Libya,  Japan,  the  Phillipines,  India, 
Hong  Kong  and  Iran.  Twenty-seven  members  joined  in  the  meeting  and 
entertained  these  interesting  visitors  who  were  in  school  at  State 
University. 

On  June  15,  Hayes  Barton  observed  State  Missions  Day  of  Prayer. 
The  theme  for  the  study  was  "A  Wise  Man  Built  His  House  on  a  Rock." 

The  Annual  Southern  Baptist  Convention  Meeting  of  WMU  which 
met  in  June,  1972  was  held  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania  with  the  theme, 
"Freedom's  Holy  Light." 

The  Rev.  J.  G.  Goodwin,  Jr.  and  his  wife,  June,  and  children — 
James  G.  Ill  and  John  Houston  from  Seoul,  Korea,  resided  in  the 
missionary  home  in  1972-73.  Hayes  Barton  was  happy  that  it  could  make 
their  furlough  year  pleasant  as  they  used  the  home. 

Polly  Brandon,  Mrs.  Dot  Branham  and  Mrs.  C.  Douglas  Holland 
began  making  Christmas  ornaments  in  the  early  Fall  and  other  ladies  of 
the  WMU  joined  them  in  making  enough  for  a  beautiful  tree  to  be  placed 
in  the  sanctuary  for  the  Christmas  celebration. 

The  entire  church  was  invited  to  participate  in  the  Clothes  Closet 
project.  Clothes  for  people  of  all  ages  were  distributed.  The  need  for  a 
sewing  machine,  an  iron  and  an  ironing  board  was  issued. 

During  the  month  of  September,  1972,  the  WMU  emphasis  was 
"Concern  for  People  Through  State  Missions."  The  Day  Baptist  Women 
at  the  General  Meeting  on  September  12  heard  Mrs.  Kyle  Graybeal,  the 
Associational  WMU  Director,  who  was  the  inspirational  speaker.  She 
also  installed  the  officers  for  the  next  biennium. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Week  of  Prayer  was  held  November  29- 
December  6  in  connection  with  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  dinner.  The 
theme  tied  in  well  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  emphasis  for  the 
year,  "Living  the  Spirit  of  Christ  in  Expectancy  and  Creativity."  Mrs.  A. 
C.  Hall  reviewed  for  the  Baptist  Day  Women's  General  Meeting  the 
book,  Taiwan — Unfinished  Revolution.  The  church-wide  Foreign  Mis- 
sion banquet  featured  the  Rev.  David  K.  O.  Chan,  a  native  missionary  of 
Hong  Kong.  He  was  a  graduate  of  The  Alliance  Bible  Seminary  in  Hong 
Kong  and  served  as  a  missionary  in  Singapore.  While  in  America,  he  was 
a  student  at  Southeastern  Seminary  and  served  as  minister  of  Interna- 
tional students  at  Forest  Hills  Baptist  Church  in  Raleigh. 
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On  Wednesday,  December  11,  at  the  Fellowship  Dinner,  the  Rev. 
Wallace  Parham,  Hayes  Barton's  Minister  of  Education,  was  the  speaker 
on  some  of  his  impressions  of  Taiwan. 

Some  serious  thinking  about  missions  was  stimulated  by  a  "Missions 
Hot-line"  which  could  be  secured  by  dialing  (703)  358-7975  and  listening 
for  three  minutes  to  the  latest  news  and  prayer  requests  received  directly 
from  the  mission  fields.  Through  this,  Hayes  Barton  was  able  to  pray  for 
2,500  missionaries  in  76  countries.

Focus  Week  was  held  at  the  special  dates  with  "Evangelism"  being 
the  emphasis  for  the  various  levels  of  WMU.

Dr.  Sara  Ann  Hobbs  spoke  to  the  women  at  the  February  General 
Meeting  on  "Crime  in  America"  and  urged  the  marshalling  of  our 
resources  to  win  over  vice  was  the  thrust  of  her  message.  The 

Baptist  Young  Women  held  a  prayer  retreat  at  Ephesus  Baptist  Church 
with  Mrs.  Kyle  Graybeal  leading  their  discussion. 


James  G.  and  June  Goodwin,  Jr.,  were  missionaries  to  Seoul,  Korea.  He 
was  a  Missions  Administrator  and  she  was  a  Church  and  Home 
missionary^.  They  lived  in  the  Hayes  Barton  missionary  home  in  1972-73. 
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Mrs.  Robert  Fling,  President  of  WMU  Baptist  Convention  of  New 
York  and  past  President  of  the  WMU  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion, was  the  speaker  for  February  17  meeting,  highlighting  the  church's 
emphasis  on  Home  Missions.  She  was  the  author  of  the  1972  Mission 
Study,  Catalyst  in  Missions  and  was  used  by  the  local  WMU  in  its  study.

A.  C.  Hall,  Sr.  recognized  the  new  members  during  the  year.  Mrs. 
Holland,  the  Director,  called  "Hot-Line"  in  Richmond  for  the  latest  news 
on  Foreign  Missions.  A  two-piano  program  with  Mrs.  V.  F.  Holland  and 
Mrs.  R.  T.  Greene  furnished  a  medley  of  Christmas  carols  and  the  J.  J. 
Singers  gave  the  special  music  for  the  occasion.  It  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  gathering  that  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  goal  for 
Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering  was  $18,000,000.  Miss  Lottie  Moon,  our 
sweetheart  of  missions,  was  a  Virginian  and  went  to  China  in  1873.

Much  material  was  assembled,  sorted  and  set  up  in 
booths  to  tell  the  story  of  missions  in  the  countries  in  which  Baptists 
have  missionary  work.  Each  booth  was  manned  by  individuals 
who  were  knowledgeable  of  the  geography  and  the  background  of 
missions  of  the  country.  Maps,  foreign  students  from  State  College, 
informational  pamphlets,  recipes,  flags,  curios,  slides,  newspapers. 
Bibles  in  the  country's  language,  skits,  art,  pictures,  dates  of  birthdays  of 
the  missionaries  who  were  currently  serving  in  the  country,  music  of  the 
country,  as  well  as  a  number  of  missionaries  from  the  countries  on 
furlough  added  to  the  color,  pageantry  and  costumes,  and  made  the 
Festival  intensely  interesting  to  those  who  visited  the  Fellowship  Hall  that 
afternoon.  Practically  every  WMU  member  was  involved  in  some  way  in 
this  presentation.  Many  people  from  other  churches  were  guests  of  the 
church.  The  Acteens  served  as  pages  during  the  mission  tour.  A 
refreshment  table  at  the  end  of  the  tour  added  a  festive  touch  of 
hospitality.  This  climaxed  the  week  of  Week  of  Prayer  for  Foreign 
Missions. 

During  1974,  the  WMU  organized  a  group  to  assist  with  the  "clothes 
cbset"  for  the  economically  disadvantaged.  It  was  managed  by  Mrs. 
Lema  Holstead  and  Mrs.  W.  L.  Deyton  and  others  assisted  them.  There 
was  a  wave  of  interest  in  service  to  the  elderly.  Visits  were  made  to 
Capital  Towers,  Glenwood  Towers  and  local  retirement  homes.  Bibles 
were  given  to  Dorothea  Dix  Hospital,  as  well  as  gifts  of  bedroom  shoes, 
lap  covers,  wash  cloths  and  sheets.  A  kitchen  shower  for  the  Nicky  Cruz 
Home  was  a  part  of  mission  action.  Virginia  Norton  sponsored  a  group  of 
newcomers,  shut-ins  among  the  church  members  as  well  as  for  neighbor- 
hood needs.  Three  other  new  groups  were  begun — a  prayer  group,  a 
Young  Women's  Group  and  a  Bible  Study  group. 

On  May  19, 1974  a  Recognition  Service  was  held  for  Girls  in  Action 
and  Acteens  in  the  church  sanctuary.  The  scripture  and  prayer  was  led 
by  Dr.  T.  L.  Cashwell.

A  special 
thank  you  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bridges  and  the  Missionary  Housing 
Committee  for  your  attention  to  so  many  details  in  order  to  assure  our 
comfort  and  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Cashwell,  as  well  as  to  the  entire  church 
staff,  for  helping  us  to  feel  one  of  you  so  quickly. 

Our  prayer  is  that  our  presence  in  your  midst  this  year  will  bring  a 
blessing  comparable  to  the  one  which  you  have  already  brought  to  us. 
Sincerely,  Rosalind  and  Ralph  Harrell."

Impaired.  She,  herself  was  blind.  Governor  Hunt  nominated  her  to  the 
place  of  U.S.  Distinguished  Citizen;  the  Mayor  of  Greensboro  honored 
her  as  Woman  of  the  Year  of  Greensboro.  Her  theme  was  "Touch  and 
Glow."  The  theme  for  the  year  was  "Multiply  the  Vision."  She  said  that 
she  was  so  thankful  for  Biblical  Recorder  on  tape.  She  said  sometimes 
blindness  can  be  an  irritation,  but  you  must  accept  it,  give  thanks  for  the 
thorns  as  well  as  the  roses  and  pray  for  strength  to  endure  the  unpleasant 
things  and  love  the  Lord.  Love  somebody  else — quit  thinking  about 
yourself  all  of  the  time.  The  blind  are  reaching  out  to  touch  someone — it  is 
their  only  way. 

The  Foreign  Mission  emphasis  for  1984  began  on  November  14,  with 
the  Rev.  David  Langford  addressing  the  Wednesday  Night  Service  on  the 
book,  The  Partnership  Principle.  December  2-8  was  the  Week  of  Prayer 
for  Foreign  Missions  with  the  theme,  "Because  I  Love  Him."  The 
invitation  was  extended  to  come  meet  and  talk  with  "Lottie  Moon"  on 
Tuesday  morning  at  10:30  a.m.

On  March  12, 1985,  a  tribute  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Helen  Cashwell 
at  the  General  Meeting  "Times  we've  shared  with  Helen... To  everything 
there  is  a  season — a  time  for  every  matter  under  heaven:  a  time  for 
travel... presented  by  Virginia  Martin;  A  time  to  comfort... by  Polly 
Woodard;  A  time  to  work.  ..by  Joy  Cox;  A  time  to  laugh.  ..by  Lillian  Jones; 
A  time  to  love. ..Dr.  T.  L.  Cashwell,  Jr.;  A  time  to  receive. ..by  Nancy 
Langford. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  T.  L.  Cashwell,  Jr.  were  honored  at  the  General  March 
meeting  after  completing  twenty-one  years  of  faithful  ministry  on  January 
24,  1985.  The  Cashwells  came  to  Hayes  Barton  on  January  24,  1964. 
They,  were  honored  by  a  surprise  retirement  party  with  122  members 
attending.  It  featured  "Helen's  Favorite  Things"  which  included  a  leather 
gift  book  of  letters  of  appreciation  from  the  ladies  of  the  WMU  given  for 
her  outstanding  contribution. 
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On  the  following  Sunday  evening,  the  youth  of  the  church  invited  the 
Cashwells  to  a  spaghetti  supper  and  presented  them  "A  Day  with  Helen 
and  T.L."  The  two  were  pelted  with  bird  seed  as  they  passed  through  a 
human  corridor.  In  addition  to  this,  the  youth  decorated  the  Cashwells' 
car  with  symbols  of  "Just  Retired." 

The  church  extended  an  invitation  as  follows:  "You  are  cordially 
invited  to  a  Retirement  Reception  in  Honor  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  T.  L. 
Cashwell,  Jr.  given  by  the  members  of  the  Hayes  Barton  Baptist  Church, 
Raleigh,  N.C.,  Sunday,  March  24,  1985,  3:00  o'clock  to  5:00  p.m." 

Many  other  beautiful  things  were  done  in  an  expression  of  love  for 
their  21  golden  years  of  service  to  Hayes  Barton. 

Hayes  Barton's  Royal  Ambassador  program  has  focused  through 
the  years  on  mission  education  for  boys  in  grades  1-12.  It  was  directed  in 
1984-85  by  Tommy  Puckett  with  leaders,  Jim  Bailey  and  assistant  leader, 
Morris  McClellon,  for  grades  1-3;  Frank  Vernon  with  the  older  Crusad- 
ers, grades  4-6  with  leaders  Keith  Howell  and  Gerry  Stephens,  and 
Tommy  Puckett,  Older  Pioneers,  grades  10-12.  Special  activities  during 
the  fall  of  1984  was  a  Christmas  Sing-in  for  patients  at  two  local  hospitals; 
the  younger  and  older  Pioneers  Overseas  Mission  trip  was  to  Costa  Rica, 
coordinated  by  Dr.  Dan  Brown,  Tommy  Puckett  and  Harry  Spruill;  and 
Crusader  Overnight  Camp  out  at  Camp  Caraway,  Asheboro,  N.C. 

In  January,  1985,  the  R.A.'s  fielded  two  competitive  teams  in  the 
Raleigh  Baptist  Association  Basketball  League.  Participating  coaches 
were  Bobby  Hall,  Morris  McClellion  and  Jim  Bailey.  Older  Crusaders, 
John  LePere  for  the  younger  Pioneers  and  Mike  Bailey  for  the  older 
Pioneers.  Because  of  their  good  sportsmanship,  team  effort  and  strong 
parental  support,  the  younger  Pioneer  team  was  named  Chapter  of  the 
Year  and  the  older  Crusader  team,  runner-up  at  their  respective  leagues 
and  banquets.  A  busy  spring  calendar  included  mission  studies.  Crusad- 
er and  Pioneer  Congresses,  a  Pioneer  World  Walk  for  Missions  and  a 
separate  church-wide  recognition  service  for  each  R.A.  Group.  Receiving 
special  recognition  for  advancement  were  Crusaders,  Jonathan  Jones 
and  Darin  Pittman.  Soapbox  racer  winners  were  Jonathan  Jones  and 
Mac  Smith. 

World  Hunger  evokes  a  response  of  sadness  in  each  heart. 
Thousands  of  Ethiopians  have  died  during  1985  from  hunger  during  one  of 
the  worst  famines  in  history.  Hayes  Barton's  older  Pioneer  R.A.'s  set  up  a 
special  basketball  game  to  raise  money  that  was  sent  to  the  famine  relief. 

Week  of  Prayer  for  Home  Missions  with  the  theme,  "New  Visions — 
New  Frontiers"  on  March  4  was  led  by  the  Rev.  Dennis  Gabriel,  Director 
of  Christian  Social  Ministries  of  the  Raleigh  Association.  His  study 
focused  on,  "We  spell  missions— A  M  E  R  I  C  A!"  On  March  7,  the 
leader  was  the  Rev.  Fermin  Whittaker,  Director  of  Ethnic  Church 
Groups — Home  Missions.  On  March  13,  the  Baptist  Women's  luncheon 
speaker  was  the  Rev.  Bill  Hearn,  State  Missionary  to  Middle  East  people. 
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The  Annual  Meeting  of  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  was  held  on 
Thursday,  April  18,  at  Ridge  Road  Baptist  Church.  Mrs.  Ben  McRae, 
President  of  Baptist  Women  of  N.C.,  the  Rev.  Bob  and  Judy  Page,  our 
missionaries-in-residence  were  guest  speakers. 

The  Girls-in-Action,  grades  1  and  2  met  at  Mrs.  Ross  Gordan's  home 
on  May  3  to  work  on  their  Mission  Adventures  and  enjoy  a  pizza  party  in 
preparation  for  G.A.  Coronation  on  May  22. 

Baptist  Women's  luncheon  meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday,  May  14 
with  Mrs.  Christie  Barbee,  Director  of  the  Shepherd's  Table,  telling  of  her 
work. 

Dr.  Malcolm  Tolbert  came  to  Hayes  Barton  Baptist  Church  as 
Interim  Pastor  on  April  21,  1985,  and  served  in  his  talented  manner  for  a 
year. 

He  identified  effectively  with  the  needs  of  the  Church.  With  his 
thoughtful  and  stimulating  messages,  he  provided  strong  spiritual 
leadership  and  Biblical  instruction  from  the  pulpit.  With  his  compas- 
sionate manner,  he  brought  strength  and  encouragement  through  a 
personalized  ministry  to  individuals  and  families  in  moments  of  crisis. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Tolbert  served  for  ten  years  as  missionaries  in  Brazil 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  They  shared  the  tender  spot  which  missions  held  in  their 
hearts.  They  communicated  their  convictions  so  effectively  with  the 
congregation  that  the  church  family  was  challenged  to  respond  with  a 
new  fervor  for  missions. 

Dr.  Tolbert's  tenure  of  service  as  Interim  Pastor  coincided  with  his 
sabbatical  leave  as  Professor  of  New  Testament  Interpretation  at 
Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  Wake  Forest.

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  met  in  Kansas  City  in  June  with 
delegates  Miss  Reta  Williams,  Mrs.  T.  L.  Cashwell,  Mrs.  David  Langford, 
Mrs.  Scott  Thomas  and  Mrs.  C.  F.  George,  Jr. 

The  missionaries  occupying  the  Hayes  Barton  Missionary  home 
were  the  Rev.  Robert  Page  and  his  family,  wife,  Judy,  Laurie  Elizabeth, 
Bethany  Dorethra  and  Jonathan  Carl.  Rob  and  Judy  endeared  them- 
selves with  their  many  services  to  the  church  and  with  his  outstanding 
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solos,  speeches  and  the  beautiful  contact  for  Hayes  Barton  people  to 
know  real  live  missionaries  while  he  was  in  America  studying  in 
Southeastern  Seminary.  He  was  Professor  of  Theology  at  Thailand 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  Bangkok,  Thailand.  (1984-1985) 

Used  eye  glasses  and  cases  were  collected  to  be  used  by  ophthalmol- 
ogists, optometrists  and  opticians  by  a  team  at  a  clinic  in  Antigua.  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Dennis  Cox  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Scott  Thomas  were  with  this  team  as 
volunteers.  The  Rev.  Lambert  Mills,  Pastor  of  St.  John's,  Antigua,  spoke 
to  Hayes  Barton  on  Wednesday  night  in  November  from  the  church  that 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Cox  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Scott  Thomas  had  aided  earlier. 

Gail  Finch,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Durant  Finch  was  commis- 
sioned as  a  journeyman  missionary  in  Richmond,  Virginia.  It  was  a  great 
occasion  and  several  Hayes  Barton  members  attended  the  service.  She 
left  for  Japan  in  August,  1985. 

Sam  Harrell,  son  of  Ralph  and  Rosalind  Harrell,  missionaries  at  the 
Baptist  Publishing  House  at  Lemurie,  Kenya,  Africa,  had  dedicated 
himself  to  teach  Industrial  Arts  at  Rift  Valley  Academy,  Kibae,  Kenya, 
where  he  attended  school  when  he  was  a  "missionary  kid."  The  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  would  not  underwrite  his  expenses  because  he  had 
not  attended  a  seminary  and  he  had  to  secure  his  own  needs.  Hayes 
Barton  understood  the  worthwhile  nature  of  his  effort  to  return  to  his 
native  land.  He  had  endeared  himself  to  the  members  of  Hayes  Barton 
through  his  many  services  to  the  young  people  as  well  as  to  the  entire 
congregation.  The  members  of  the  church  generously  subscribed  money 
for  his  needs.  He  left  in  August,  1985  to  fulfill  his  dream  where  there  was  a 
great  need.

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The  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  meeting  was  held  at  Pullen  Memor- 
ial Church  in  September.  The  theme  was,  "Giving  Others  hope  where 
there  is  no  love,  and  to  care  when  no  one  appears  to  care."  Delegates 
from  Hayes  Barton  were  Mrs.  Al  Partin,  Mrs.  Durwood  Williams  and 
Mrs.  T.  L.  Cashwell. 

The  month  of  September  was  designated  as  State  Missions  month. 
"For  I  was  hungry  and  you  gave  me  food,  I  was  thirsty  and  you  gave  me 
drink,  I  was  a  stranger  and  you  welcomed  me,  I  was  naked  and  you 
clothed  me.  I  was  sick  and  you  visited  me,  I  was  in  prison  and  you  came 
unto  me."  Matthew  25,  35-36. 

Home  Mission  Week  of  Prayer  was  held  March  3-10.  It  featured 
"Who  Cares?"  In  her  day,  Annie  Armstrong  cared,  but  "Who  cares 
today.  Do  you?"  On  Wednesday,  February  27,  the  mission  study 
featured  Rev.  Charles  McMillan,  Director  of  Missions  for  the  Raleigh 
Association.  His  topic  was  "Light  unto  Our  Land."  On  March  4,  in  the 
chapel  a  playlet  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Worth  P.  Gurley  entitled,  "A  Visit 
from  Annie  Armstrong."  Miss  Armstrong  was  known  as  a  "dreamer  in 
action."  On  Thursday  following,  Lt.  Col.  James  Johnson,  U.S.  Army 
Chaplain  from  Fort  Bragg,  told  of  his  work  with  the  soldiers  and  the  need 
for  trained  chaplains  on  military  bases  of  the  world.  The  Scripture  theme 
for  the  week  was,  "My  children,  our  love  should  not  be  just  words  and 
talk;  it  must  be  true  love,  which  shows  itself  in  action."  I  John  3, 18.  The 
goal  for  family  giving  to  Annie  Armstrong  offering  was  to  give  an  amount 
equal  to  what  is  spent  on  snacks  by  a  family.  The  goal  for  this  offering  was 
set  for  $7,000.00  and  $5,027.00  was  given. 

The  first  quarterly  report  was  given  by  the  Director,  Mrs.  David 
Langford.  She  noted  that  Mission  Friends  contributed  $5.00  to  the  Annie 
Armstrong  Easter  Offering.  She  reported  that  the  children  had  made 
Valentines  for  the  elderly  at  Mayview  Convalescent  Center  and  worked 
on  a  project  for  migrant  workers  in  the  area.  The  Girls-in- Action  collected 
canned  goods  for  the  "soup  kitchen"  and  made  get-well  cards  for  the  sick 
in  the  local  hospitals.  They  made  Halloween  treats  for  the  children  at  Rex 
Hospital.  The  Acteens  made  cookies  for  a  bake  sale  for  their  part  of  the 
Annie  Armstrong  Easter  offering.  Their  18  members  planned  and 
delivered  them  personally,  and  carried  out  a  Christmas  party  for  one 
apartment  complex. 

R.A.  Focus  Week  was  celebrated  November  3-9.  It  spotlighted  boys 
in  grades  1-12  and  their  leaders  who  participate  in  the  R.A.  Missions 
Education  Program. 

October  21 ,  1985  was  designated  as  "Dimes  for  Togo"  Sunday.  One 
of  Togo's  problems  is  water.  The  people  need  wells  to  insure  safe  drinking 
water.  They  need  a  modern  bridge  which  gives  access  to  all  parts  of  the 
country,  even  during  the  rainy  season.  They  need  2  "holding  ponds"  or 
"farm  ponds"  to  make  the  area  more  drought  resistant.  A  campaign  was 
held  to  invite  every  Sunday  School  member  to  give  at  least  a  dime.  This 
made  every  individual  feel  that  he  or  she  is  having  a  personal  part  in  this 
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Paul  and  Faye  Burkwall  were  missionaries  to  Kaduna,  Nigeria. 
They  were  both  Institutional  Teachers.

Association  to  drill  wells  in  Togo.  The  dimes  contributed  to  their  support. 
It  was  a  well- supported  project. 

The  Baptist  Young  Women  disbanded  in  1985. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  for  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  offering  was  held  December  1-8,  1985  with  the  theme  "I  will 
pray." — I  will  pray  with  understanding,  and  I  will  give  with  understand- 
ing— and  God  will  answer." 

Dr.  William  R.  O'Brian  was  the  December  11, 1985  Foreign  Missions 
Banquet  featured  speaker.  He  is  the  Executive  Vice  President  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Mission  Board.  He  is  a  former  missionary  to  Indonesia 
where  he  taught  music  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Seminary  and  directed 
radio  and  TV  programming  for  Indonesian  Baptists.  He  is  also  a  former 
secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board's  Denominational  Coordination 
Department.  He  served  as  Pastor  of  Lake  County  Baptist,  Fort  Worth, 
Texas.  He  entertained  musically  for  a  few  minutes.  His  message  was 
inspiring  and  encouraging.  He  said  that  "Missions  are  alive  and  well 
today."  He  gave  much  fascinating  information  concerning  the  work  of  the 
missionaries  and  the  progress  of  Southern  Baptists  which  was  mind- 
boggling  but  gave  great  hope  that  the  Kingdom  is  coming  and  that  greater 
things  are  ahead  if  Baptists  will  strive  with  all  of  their  might.  He  concluded 
with  the  statement— "What  a  day  this  is!" 

The  Lottie  Moon  offering  for  Hayes  Barton  Baptist  Church  for  1985 
amounted  to  $19,168.38  against  a  goal  of  $17,000.00. 
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Mrs.  Sherwood  Jones  and  Mrs.  Moggie  Gordon  presented  the  60th 
Anniuersarx;  Program  honoring  WMU  January  15,  1986. 


The  Foreign  Mission  offering  for  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in 
1889  was  $3,315.26  and  in  1984  it  was  $64,775,763.83. 

It  is  refreshing  to  learn  that  Baptists  are  moving  forward;  three 
church  buildings  in  North  Carolina  have  been  built  by  the  Hayes  Barton 
men  in  1984,  during  the  tornadoes  and  hurricanes,  the  disaster  van 
owned  and  operated  by  North  Carolina  Baptist  men  fed  more  than  15,000 
people,  twelve  summer  missionaries  worked  in  Boone  last  summer  and 
were  involved  in  313  different  activities  that  were  attended  by  over  15,000 
people.  Baptists  are  marching.  "Our  efforts  and  offerings  are  being  used 
of  the  Lord." 

The  Week  of  Prayer  for  Home  Missions  and  Annie  Armstrong 
Easter  offering  was  observed  March  2-9, 1986.  The  theme  was  "How  Far 
Love  Reaches."  WMU  ladies  were  brought  together  by  this  focus.  The 
scripture  was  "Whatsoever. ..in  his  name."  The  full  impact  upon  mission 
work  in  North  Carolina  will  not  be  known  until  eternity.  The  beginning 
now  of  a  new  century  awaits  WMU  with  a  new  commitment  and  it  is 
imperative  that  Baptist  women  make  historical  tracks  in  missions  for  the 
Lord.  The  national  goal  for  the  Annie  Armstrong  offering  was  set  at 
$33,500.00.  The  Home  Mission  study  was  based  on  "Challenge  to 
Servanthood"  on  February  16-19,  1986. 

The  emphasis  for  the  spring  of  1986  was:  Good  News,  God  Loves 
You." 

Reservations  were  made  by  Hayes  Barton  Baptist  Women  to  attend 
WMU  Week  at  Ridgecrest.  This  conference  was  filled  with  "how  to"

study  meetings,  meeting  missionaries  and  other  inspirational  features. 

An  Acteens  Studiact  Queen's  Court  was  planned  for  May  2, 1986  to 
give  recognition  to  girls  striving  for  the  goals  of  the  Studiact  Program. 

Young  Baptist  Women's  Retreat  was  held  May  30-31,  1986  at 
Caraway  Conference  Center  in  Asheboro. 

A  Mother-Daughter  Retreat  was  held  at  Caraway,  March  14-15, 
1986.  Program  personnel  featured  Mrs.  Linda  Knott,  Nashville,  Tenn. 
and  Dr.  Dorothy  Sample,  President  of  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and 
their  daughters.  Mrs.  Ruby  Fulbright,  missionary  to  Zambia,  was  the 
featured  speaker  for  the  occasion. 

The  WMU  Centennial  Celebration  plans  were  made  for  a  large 
delegation  for  the  Inspirational  festival  for  the  first  hundred  years  of 
WMU.  Many  meaningful  sites  around  Raleigh  were  on  the  agenda  for 
April  17-19,  1986. 

It  was  an  unpromising  first  move  of  13  women  from  two  Raleigh 
churches  who  came  together  in  a  borrowed  office  on  January  8, 1886  to 
establish  a  program  for  the  women  of  North  Carolina  in  a  united  effort  for 
missions  which  later  became  known  as  Baptist  Women's  Union.  The 
meeting  was  directed  by  a  young  lady  who  was  24  years  old.  No  minutes 
appear  to  have  been  recorded  until  1905. 

What  they  began  that  day  is  of  paramount  importance  with  its 
inauspicious  beginning  for  what  has  become  a  powerful  missionary  force. 

There  were  14  "missionary  societies"  which  had  been  previously 
organized  before  this  Woman's  Central  Committee  for  missions  met.  By 
the  end  of  November,  1886,  there  were  88  societies  and  by  the  close  of 
1887,  there  were  159. 

Although  the  numbers  of  WMU's  have  grown  many  times  over,  the 
goals  have  remained  the  same.  These  early  years  have  been  charac- 
terized by  continuous  growth  in  prayer,  in  service  and  in  training  its 
people  in  giving  and  going. 

At  one  time,  this  missionary  force  functioned  in  the  WMU  alone  but 
today  it  involves  the  total  church.  It  stresses  giving  through  the 
Cooperative  Program,  the  Lottie  Moon  offering,  the  Annie  Armstrong 
offering  and  State  Missions.  Church  members  pray  seriously  for  missions 
and  missionaries  around  the  world.  This  one  hundred  years  of  action  has 
made  North  Carolina  a  great  force  for  missions  through  its  Woman's 
Missionary  Union. 

The  following  programs  were  presented  at  the  General  Meetings  in 
1986:  January  14,  Fannie  Heck;  February  11,  Concepts  of  the  Missionary 
Servant  Role;  March  11,  Evangelism  Through  Ministries  in  Home 
Missions;  April  8,  The  Cooperative  Program. 

Miriam  and  Bill  Lamb  returned  to  the  states  after  a  five  year  period  as 
missionaries  to  Hawaii  to  serve  with  the  Home  Mission  Board.  Rev.  Lamb 
will  be  Director  of  Missions  for  the  Eastern  Baptist  Association  for  North 
Carolina,  beginning  on  January  1,  1986.

By-Laws  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 

of  the  Hayes  Barton  Church 

Raleigh,  North  Carolina 

Article  I.  —  Name  —  The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  of  Hayes  Barton  Baptist  Church. 

Article  II.  —  Object  —  The  object  of  this  organization  shall  be  to 
promote  Christian  missions  through  a  program  of  mission  study,  prayer, 
community  missions  and  stewardship. 

Article  III.  —  Membership  —  The  membership  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  shall  be  composed  of  those  enrolled  in  Woman's  Missionary 
Society,  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  Sunbeam  Band. 

Article  IV.  —  Circles  and  Youth  Groups 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  shall 
be  divided  into  circles  which  shall  not,  as  a  rule,  exceed  twenty 
in  number.  The  object  of  each  circle  shall  be  to  promote  the 
development  of  each  member  in  intensive  study  of  missions 
and  in  promoting  other  objects  of  the  Society.  Membership  of 
the  circles  shall  be  changed  every  two  years,  such  change  to 
coincide  with  election  of  Chairman. 

Section  2.  Each  circle  shall  have  as  officers:  Chairman  (elected  by 
the  W.M.S.),  Co-Chairman,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  the 
following  committee  chairmen:  Program,  Prayer,  Community 
Missions,  Publications,  Mission  Study,  Young  People's  work 
and  stewardship. 

Section  3.  The  various  youth  groups  shall  be  divided  into  age  groups 
as  specified  in  Sunbeam,  Girls'  Auxiliary  and  Young  Woman's 
Auxiliary  manuals  and  guides. 


Article  V.  —  Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be:  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary  Director,  Girls'  Auxili- 
ary Director,  Sunbeam  Director,  Pianist,  Historian  and 
Chorister. 
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Section  2.  The  election  of  all  general  officers  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  shall  occur  at  the  regular  meeting  in  August 
and  shall  be  installed  at  the  September  meeting.  The  election 
of  President  and  Vice-President  shall  occur  in  even  years  and 
all  other  officials  shall  be  elected  in  odd  years.  These  officers 
shall  serve  for  a  period  of  two  years,  assuming  their  duties  at 
the  first  meeting  of  the  W.M.U.  year,  which  is  October  1st. 

Section  3.  The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  set  out  for  them  in  the 
current  Year  Book  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  S.B.C., 
the  W.M.S .  Manual  and  Youth  Leadership  Manuals  or  guides. 

Article  VI.  —  Committees 

Section  L  There  shall  be  the  following  committees:  W.M.U. — 
Nominating,  Y.W.A.,  G.A.,  Sunbeam  Band  and  such  others 
as  the  work  demands;  W.M.S. — Enlistment,  Program,  Mission 
Study,  Prayer,  Community  Missions,  Stewardship,  Publica- 
tions, Publicity,  Social  and  such  others  as  the  work  demands. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  appoint  members  of  all  committees 
except  the  nominating  committee. 

Section  3.  The  duties  of  these  committees  are  such  as  are  set  forth  in 
the  current  Year  Book  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  S.B.C., 
The  W.M.S.  Manual  and  Youth  Leadership  Manuals  or 
Guides  of  the  respective  organization. 

Article  VII.  —  Nominating  Committee 

Section  1.  The  nominating  committee,  composed  of  five  women, 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Executive  Board,  and  elected  by  the 
Society  in  the  month  of  February  and  shall  serve  for  one  year. 
The  first  named  person  elected  to  this  committee  shall  serve 
as  temporary  chairman — permanent  chairman  to  be  chosen 
by  the  committee. 

Section  2.  The  nominating  committee  shall  nominate,  every  two 
years — officers,  counselors,  leaders,  circle  chairman  and 
-  chairmen  of  the  following  committees:  Enlistment,  Program, 
Mission  Study,  Prayer,  Community  Missions,  Stewardship, 
Publications,  Social  and  any  other  committees  authorized  by 
the  Executive  Board.  Their  duties  shall  be  found  in  the  manual 
or  guide  of  the  respective  organization  . 

Section  3.  The  nominating  committee,  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy, 
shall  present  a  nominee  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 
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Article  VIII.  —  Executive  Board 

Section  1.  The  officers,  chairmen  of  W.M.S.  committees  and 
directors  of  youth  organizations  shall  constitute  the  Executive 
Board. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Board  shall  hear  reports  and  check 
progress  of  Aims  for  Advancement  of  all  organizations. 

Section  3.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  held 
monthly  with  the  exception  of  December,  July  and  August 
when  no  meetings  will  be  held. 

Article  IX.  —  Meetings  The  general  meetings  of  W.M.S.  shall  be  held 
monthly  with  a  devotional  and  a  definitely  missionary  program.  The 
circles  shall  meet  monthly  and  the  youth  organizations  as  specified  in 
their  manuals  or  guides. 

Article  X.  —  Parliamentary  Authority  —  The  rules  contained  in 
Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised,  or  the  parliamentary  section  of  the 
current  Year  Book  of  W.M.U.,  S.B.C.  shall  govern  the  WMU  in  all  cases 
to  which  they  are  applicable. 

Article  XI.  —  Amendments  to  By-laws  —  These  By-laws  may  be 
amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  by  a  two- thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present,  provided  the  amendment  has  been  submitted  in 
writing  at  a  previous  meeting.
